The Case in the supreme 
Court. 


Decision in favor of the Ptaintiff, 
MR. MOWAT'S STREAMS BILL COND(MNED. 


_ Tho following is a full roport of the do- 
cision of the Judges of the Supreme Court 
in this case, as given on November 28th: 

THE CHI£¥ JUSTICE'S RULING, 


The Chief Justico said tho plaintiff con- 
tended thatthe strosm where it passed 
through his property was by nature non- 
navigable and non-floatablo ‘at all seasons 
of the year, but that he had by artificial 
means placed upon his own property cor- 
tain improvements, which enabled him to 
convey logsand other timber down the 
stream. The main question at issue was, 
Had the appellant the legal right to pro- 
vent the respondent, as ho sought to do, 
from driying his logs through these im- 
provements on the streams which were the 
appellant’s own property ; or were thes 
particular streams morely a partof the 
publio highway, and therefore open to tho 
respondentincommon with theappellant and 
the public generally? [t could not be disputed 
that if the portions of the streams in which 
theimprovements wore made were inoap- 
able of floating lumber, and if the fee 
simple of the streams was in tho plaintiff, 
the public had no right at common law, 
and the plaintiff had the sole right to deal 
with the bed and soil ofthe stream, and 
to place such improvements thereon as he 
chose, While it seemed to be admitted 
thatthe public had fo right to make im- 
provements on the plaintiff's property, it 
was claimed that in Ontario, where streams 
of the character mentioed were rendered 
capable of being navigated by such im- 
provements made by the owner of the soil 
whereby lumber could be floated,the public 
had an absolute common right to use such 
improvements, and to deal,with tho streams 
asif they had been naturally floatable— 
that is, floatable without the aid of artificial 
improvements ; and this right, it was albo 
claimed, was conferred on the public by 
virtue of the Act 12° Vio,, cap, 87, sec. 5, 
which was repealed by the Consolidated 
Statutes of Canada in 1859,but practically 
reenacted by cap. 48, Uonsolidated Sta- 
tutes of Uppor Oanada, secs, 15 and 16. 
There could, he apprehended, be no doubt 
that statutes which encroached on the 
rights of the subject, whethor as regarded 
person or proporty, should receive a strict 
construction ; and if a reasonable doubt re- 
mained which could not be satisfactorily 
solved, the subject was entitled to the 
benefit of the doubt, In other words, he 
should not be injured in person or proper- 
ty unless the intention of the Legislature 
to interfere with the one or take away the 
other was unequivocally indicated. If the 
appellant’s contentions were correct, they 
wore met at the outset with tho incongru- 
ity of the Legislature enacting that it 
should be lawful to float saw logs, &., 
down streams on which, from the nature 
of the streams thomaelves, it was impos- 
sible that saw logs, &c,, could be floated 
down, In other words, it seemed most 
unreasonable to suppose that the Legisla- 
lature intended to legislate that it should 
be lawful to do what, in the yery nature 
of things, could not be done, Was it 
more reasonable to assume that tho Logis- 
lature was dealing with a subject capable 
of being used in the mannerin which it 
was declared that it should be lawful to 
use the same, and thatits language had 
reference to all atreams on or through 
which saw logs or other timber could be 
floated, either at all times or during the 
spring, summer, or autumn freshets! In 
his opinion the object of tho Lagislature 
was, in tho interest of the lumber business, 
not to interfere with or take away private 
rights, but to settle by statutory declara- 
tion any doubts which might existas to 
streams incapable of being navigated by 
boats, &c., but capsble of floating saw logs 
and lumber at certain seasons of the year, 
Having established this right, the Act 
went on to prevent the obstruction of such 
streams, subject, nevertheless, to the res- 
trictions imposed in respect to erections for 
milling purposes, on such streams. It was 
not; however, intonded to interfore with 
private property and private rights in 
gtreams which were not by nature floatable 
at any season of the year. If the Logisla- 
ture contempluted what was now contend- 
ed, or intended the enactment to apply 
to streams non-floatable at all seasons, as 
there was po pretence for saying that tho 
Logislature had conferred any right on tho 
parties to enter on privyaté property and 
mako the -non-floatablo streams floatablo, 
and as they could not be made practically 
floatable by the operation of law, wlint was 
the preciso legal right conforred on tho 
public by tho statute? Was it not obvious 
that the only effect of tho enactment could 
be in such case to confer upon the public 
tho right to use private property, .and tho 
improvemonts thereon without making apy 
compensation therefor? Was it thon pos- 
siblo to infer any such intention froni this 
section! Had it been present to the mind 
of the Legislature it should haye beon,and, 
he thought, would havo been, clearly and: 
unequivocally expressed. It was not pos- 
sible to attribute to the Loglelaturo an in- 
tontion unreasonable and unjust, unless tho 
language was 50 unambiguous as to admit 
no doubt of the construction, He could 
not appreciate the force of tho parallel 
drawn by Mr. Justico Pattorsbu in regard 
to publio highways, whioh appeared to him 
entirely to beg the question. Dealing with 
the contention for the right to use the im- 
provements of a proprietor by which ho had 
made the stroam floatable, the Chief Jdua- 
tide said the proprietor of a non-tloatable 
stream who mado it tloatablo for his own 
uso did no more than if he mado a canal 
through his property.

Mr. McLaren 
then appealed to the Supreme Oourt, whose 
members, with remarkable unanimity, re- 
versed the decision of the Vourt ot Appeals 
and gave judgment in favor of Mr.McLaren, 
Mr. Caldwell being mulcted in all the costs, 
It will be remembered that it was in con- 
nected with this dispute thatthe Ontario 
Government’s Streams Bill was passed, 
solely in the interest of a rabid supporter, 
Mr, William Caldwell, who represents 
North Lanark in the Ontario Legislature. 
The Act was disallowed, and that cireum- 
stance has caused a great howl to be raised 
by the Grits, who alleged that the act of 
disallowance was an unwarranted intorfer- 
ence with provincial rights. It was again 
passed last session, but the same fate befell 
it. The decision of the Supreme Court 
will, we have no doubt, prove galling to 
the Provincial Administration as well as to 
Mr. Caldwell ; but although the dose is an 
unpleasant one, it will have to be swallow- 
ed. Mr, Bethune, on behalf of Mr. Oald- 
well, applied forleave to sppesl to the 
Privy Council in Engiand ; but the court 
neither consented nor objected. The ap- 
plication for leave to appeal will therefore 
have to be made in England.” 

As thé case now stands Mr. McLaren 
has fourteen judgesin his favor to three 
against him ; he may therefore rest con- 
tent as to the result, even though the case 
should go to England for the opinion of 
the Law Lords of the Crown. 

A report of the judgment given by tho 
Justices of the Supreme Court in this 
caso on Tuesday, Noy. 28th, will be found 
in this dey’s iesue,for which we ask « caro 
fol perusal, sustaining ss it dees in the 
most emphatic mannor, the action of th: 
Conservative party in defence of individual 
rights, in opposition to the communiatic 
principle which guided the Ontario Lepis- 
lature in its attempts, for political reasous, 
and to favor political friends, to rob a man 
by legislative authority of his own property. 
It is well that wo havo in Oanada Courts to 
which every man can sppeal and receive 
justice, and it is equally fortunate that wo 
have men controlling tho affairs of the 

Dominion whv, when private rights aro 
assailed by tho Local Legislatures, have the 
courage to disallow such legislation.

THE . SERMON, 

Roy. D. Mitchell proached from tho toxt, 
Matt. x. 8: ‘Frooly yo havo recoived, freoly 
give.” Ho said: 

Breraren or St. ANDReEw's Soorety }— 
1 bave chosen these words as.an appropriate 
motto for our mooting to-day, St. Androw’s 
is a giving or benovolent Society, and so let 
our thoughts today gather around this os- 
sential feature. Tho text is a command of 
the Saviour to His disciples,whom Ho sent 
forth to heal the sick, raise the dead, &o, 
He had freely bestowed upon thom these 
miraculous gifts for the very purpose of 
enabling them to help others. It is so with 
all Goa’s gifts. They are given to us that 
wo may become a blessing to others. Let 
us obseryo in the first place, that to receive 
is, after all, only a preparation for giving. 
‘Freely ye have received, freely give,” ia 
the great law of lifo ; itis the rule of nature, 
the flower and tree receiving nourishing 
substances from tho soil that they may yield 
their perfumeand fruitin turn. Ohildhood 
and youth are periods of receiving, and aro 
preparatory to the time of activityand labor. 
And so the Christian will give help because 
hoe has received help—he will forgive be- 
cause he has been forgiven—he will love 
because he has been loved—he will minister 
because he has been ministered to. 

Secondly, the true giver is actuated by 
the highest motives. He seeks to henor 
God, and in doing so thinks not ot self, — 
whereas the man who receives even ina 
right spirit is actuated immediately by mo- 
tives of self-interest, To giye, then, is to 
obey the noblest impulses. It is evidence 
not only of power, but of will and positive 
delight in doing so—to take the weaker by 
the hand, and make their weaknesses and 
wants our own. ' 

Let me remark, in the third place, that 
to give implies maturity end power which 
are wanting in the more receiver, The one 
ocoupies a higher placo than the other. 
The one has fullness to compare with the 
other’s emptiness. Like Lake Catrine, 
which supplies the whole of Glasgow and 
surrounding places with water, what is 
the little rill that comes into the poor 
man’s house, or what the countless streams 
that supply the citizens, compared with the 
lake itself} The preacher illustrated this 
point by adducing the relation of parent 
and child, and of the philanthropist and 
the weak and suffering ones whom he aids, 
The ability to support the weak, to instruct 
the iguorant, to clothe the naked shows 
there is on the part of the giver a fullness of 
possession and enjoyment of good things in 
striking contrast with the want and suffer- 
ing he is instrumental in relieving. 

In the fourth place, observe that to give 
is divine, od ever gives and never 
receives, In His work of creation He is 
seen to be the giver, He is the grand source 
—the everlasting fountain. To the heavens 
above He has given the starry host. To 
these countless atars He has given the light 
with which they shine. Upon our earth 
Ho has Javishly bestowed His wondrous 
benefactions. The land and water, the air 
and light He has made the secret reservoirs 
of nourishing substances from which flowers 
and herbs and trees derive their ‘strength 
and beauty and productivences, His 
limitless power of designing He has dis- 
played in the almost infinite variety of 
vegotable and animal forms. To the stream 
He has given its soft murmuring musio—to 
the avalanche and cataract their sonorous 
roar—to the birds their variegated plumage 
and gift of sovg, to the browsing avimals 
their quiet waters and pastures green, to 
the beasts of prey their rapidity of motion, 
their unflinching courage and their keenly 
sensitive organs. All these He has placed 
under the dominion of man. This world, 
with its supplies of food and olothing, 
with its laws of cohesion and gravitation, 
with its steam and electricity, with its light 
and heat, is His vast, inexhaustible gift to 
man, and has Ho not given to man his 
beautiful and agile form, his strength of 
limb and muacle, his senses, by which he 
may communicate with tho world of matter 
sround, his gift of song, his articulate 
language! Above all, is it not the soul of 
man, its powers of thought, of judgmont— 
is it not the Oreator’s plan of work, and 
can God receive from the starry firmament, 


from our solar system of sun and 
planets, from this earth, from its 
oceans § and continents, from its 


mountains and valleys—from its trees and 
animals—and above all from man, in tho 
senso in which He hasgiven! No. Theso, 
and man included, can only give what 
they have received, and nothing more, 
God gives what He has nover received, It 
is God’s prorogativo, then, to give, It is 
tho grandeur of the Divine character to 
give. Itis His will togive. Giving ts 
therefore a divine thing, and we, brethren, 
in serving our day and goeneration—in giv- 
ing our life and stronth—to our children, 
or to society at largo, aro in the only con- 
coivable way approaching tho character of 
Him whois the giver of every good and 
perfect gift. That to give is divino is ex- 
omplified in the life and sacrifice of Josus 
Ohrist. He gave himsolf.. Did Christ 
ever receive!

able, is did not, for that reason, become 
fable to a sorvitude of passage for tho bonotit 


of tho publio, as in the caso of a atroam natur- 
ally adapted to auch a uso. Tho principle 
upon which the common law had made 
streams originally navigablo liablo to such 
uso waa that a burthoa was imposed for the 
publio benelit whon tho property was origin. 
ally vestod in thoir own and passed to all 
othor owners, while if this woro appliod to 
streams which wore mado navigable by artili- 
cial moans tho rowult would be to appropriate 
property to public yso without oomponsation, 
and this would bo an onoroachmont on pri+ 
vato rights which tho Inw not only nevor 
sanctioned, but sought io acey way to avoid, 
in tho osso of positive writton laws, by adopt- 
ing strict rules of construction, Ho cited 
sevoral Amorioan casos in support of his viow 
as to tho right under chapter 115 of the Re- 
visod Statutes. His Lordship was of opinion 
thatall stroams did not ombraoo artificially 
constructed private streams, cuch as thoso in 
question, To consider othorwiso would bo 
in dircot violation of tho second and woll- 
rooognized oanon of construction which had 
boon acted upon, from Barfington’s case down 
to tho Western Countice Kailway Company 
against the Windsor and Annapolis Railway 
Company, namoly, that statutes wore to bo 
so constructed as to avoid any infringement 
of private rights unless by oxprosa words or 
nocossary implication such oonstruction was 
unavoidable. To comply with tho first con- 
dition, streams in whole or io part artificially 
constructed would havo to be oxpressly mon- 
tioned, and they would not necessarily bo im- 
plied unless there were no othor streams to 
which the Act could apply. He cited the 
caso of Horrook v. Wiship, whioh he said 
fully warranted tho court in adopting a oon- 
strpotion so rostrictive as to prevent tho stat- 
ute operating in legradation of private rights 
of property. Loe could not hold that tho Leg- 
islature intended to authorize a gross violation 
of tho rights of private property without giv 

ing compensation to its ownors, and he was 
therefore of opinion that the appeal must be 
allowed and tho order of the Court of Appeal 
be reversed, thus restoring the original deorse 


appellant in all the courts. 
THE DECISION UNANIMOUS 


Mr, Justico Fournier, Mr. Justice Henry, 
and Mr, Justice Tascheroau concurred 

Mr. Justico Gwynne sa'd it appeared to 
him im ible to arrive at any other conclu- 
sion than that which the learned Vice Chan- 
cellor had come to, Without the improve- 
monts mado by the appellant in the streams 
referred to, none of thom was capable of being 
used, even in times of fresheta or high water, 
although one of them, the Mississippi, below 
the place where the improvements wore made, 
came within the character of a navigablo 
stream, It was cither admitted or sufficiently 
established in the evidence that the appellant 
was seized in feo simplo ot tho lands on each 
side of the streams adjoining the improve- 
ments, and though there was no attempt to 
affect the absolute perfection of the title, it 
was not disputed that he was in possession 
qua owner in feo at the time of the wrong- 
doing. Itis contended that though the ap- 
pellant was seized in fee of the lands where 
tho improvements were made, still the beds 
of the streams were vested in the Crown for 
the publio use, and in virtue of such sesin in 
the aren the respondents were entitled to 
float their logs by moans of the improyements 
referred to, Theré was, however, no res- 
ervation of the beds, which the grant of 
the lands abutting on the streams carried 
with it, and he therefore held that the 
a Re was seized in uso of the beds 
of the streams, He cited the judgment 
of Sir James Macaulay in the Queen y, 
Meyers, which. was given four years after. 
the passage of the 12th Vic, oap, 87, on 
which the respondents relied, but with a 
fall knowledge of the intention of that, it 
into the head of that learned 
Chief Justice that private streams whioh had 
been made navigable only by a large expendi- 
ture of private capital on private property 
were to be included in its provisions. The 
Court of Comman Pleas of Ontario had ex- 
pressed a similar view on two occasions, but 
the Oourt of Appeal for Ontario had in this 
caso hold that all those decisions were wrong. 
Apart from the imputation of arbitrary inter- 
ference by the. Legislature with private pro: 
Berty without the compensation which such a 

eolsion involved, a careful invostigation of the 
language of the statutes and the decisions of 
the courts led clearly to the conclusion that 
tho decision of tho Court of Appoal could not 
bo upheld. There had not nm a jadicial 
decision as to the rights of the publlo at com- 
mon law in streams down which lamber 
might be floated before the passage of the 
12th Vio,, cap. 87, and the object of that on- 
sotment was ‘%o establish the right to float 
Jumber down snoh streams, a right which 
four years afterwards the UCourt of Common 
Pleas, in the Crown against Meyor, doolared 
that the common Jaw, applied to the peculiar 
circumstances of Upper Canada, was suffici- 
ently clastic to secure jure naturali, and not 
depending on tho effict of user. It was 
impossible that tho Legislature could have 
designed to declare that it should be lawful 
for all pereons to float lozs down streams 
which had not sufficient ospacity to allow 
logs to be floated dowo, oven during freshets, 
or to prevent persons erecting improvements 
on streams which had not such capacity, 
Neither could it be bolioved that they intend. 
ed to provide that if » person was to make a 
stream not having that capacity capable of 
floating logs, &o., tho stream should at once 
become open to thé public, without the con- 
sont, molestation, or interruption of the per- 
son who had expended his own property, and 
without any compensation whatever to the 
owner of the property who had consti ucted 
the works on his property which gavo the 
stream its oapacity by, artitisial means, It 
was impossible to apply such an interpreta- 
tion without an utter disregard of the plaincat 
principles of justice, Other Acts showed that 
tho Legislature could have had no such inten- 
tion, as they, with scrupulous regard for pri- 
vate rights, provided that no man should be 
interfered with in the onjoymont of his private 
rights without his consent, and without full 
compensation, It was, thoretore, impossible 
to bold that all persons were entitled to 
uso as §6public private works erocted 
on private property without the ocon- 
sent, and in fact sgainst tho will, of 
the person who had constructed thom, His 
Lordship was, thorefore, of opinion that tho 
plain, natural, aud reasonablo construction of 
tho 12th Vic., cap. 87, was that the object 
Wwassimply to prevent any person, even the 
ownor in feo, of the bot of the stream, by any 
obstruction crectod aoross tho stream, from 
interfering with tho freo passsgo down the 
stroam of suoh logs or timber as, but for tho 
obstruction, cculd bo floated down, although 
they could only be floated during freshota, 
Tho jadgmont of the Court of Appeals must 
bo reveraed, tho appesl allowed to the jadg. 
ment of tho Court of Chanoory returned, with 
cost tothe appellant in thls courtand the 
courts below. 

Judgmont was ontored accordingly. 

Mr, Beruone, Q. C,, for tho respondent, 
applied for leave to appes! to the foot of the 
Throne, 

Tho Carer Justice said he could only give 
tho samo answer ho gave toall such applica- 
tions, Tho court could neither grant the leave 
nor rofase it

‘Discourse by’ Ray. E: De Witt Tal- 


_ -WHISPERERS. 
Whisperers.— Romans i., 29. 


Paul was here calling the long roll of the 
world’s villany, and he puts inthe midat 


| of this roll those persous known in all cities 


and in all communities and in all places as 
whisperers. They aro so called because 
they generally speak under voice andin a 
confidential way, their hand tothe side of 
their mouth) acting as 4 funnel to keep the 
precious information from wandering into 
the wrong ear. They speak softly, not be- 
cause they are overpowered with tho spirit 
of gentleness, but because they want to es- 
cape the consequences of defamation, for 
no one hears but the one whispered unto, 
and if the offender be arraigned he can 
dény the whole thing, for whisperers aro 
always first class liars! Some people whis- 
per because they are ‘hoarse from a cold, or 
because they wish to convey some useful 
information without disturbing others ; but 
the creatures photographed by the Apostle 
in my text glve muffled utterance from sin- 
isterand depraved motives, and sometimes 
you camonly hears sibilant sound as the let. 
ter “S” drops from the tongue into the lis- 


‘| toning ear—the brief hiss of the serpent as 


it projects its vonom. Whisperers are mas- 
culine and feminine, with a tendency to ma- 
jority on the side of those who are called 
** the lords of creation.” Whisperers are 
heard at every window of bank oashiers and 
are heard in all counting rooms, as well as 
in sewing societios, and at meetings of asyx# 
lums directors and managers. They ate 
the worst foes of society; responsible for 
miseries innumerable ; they are the scaven-* 
gers of the world,driving their cart through 
every community, and to day J hold up for 
your holy anathema and execration these 
whisperers, From the frequency with 
which Paul speaks of thom under different 
titles, 1 conclude that he must havo suffered 
His personal pre- 
sence was very defective, and that made 
him, perhaps, the target of their ridicule, 
And beside that, he was a bachelor, per- 
sisting in his celibacy down into tho sixties 
—indeed, all the way through—and some 
having failed in their connubial designs 
upon him, the little missionary was put 
under the raking fire of these whisperers. 
Ho was, no doubt, a rare morsel for their 
scandalizstion, and he cannot keep his 
patienco any longer, and he lays hold of 
these miscreants of the tongue and gives 
them a very hard setting down in my text 
among the scoundrelly and the murderous. 
** Eavy, murder, debate, deceit, malignity, 
whispers.” Tho law of libel makes quick 
and stout grip of open slandor. If I should 
ina plain way, calling you by name, charge 
you with o fraud, or theft, ‘or murder, 
or uncleanness, to morrow morning I 
might have peremptory documents serv- 
edon mo, and | would have to pny 
in dollars and cents for the damage I 
had done your charactor. But these crea- 
tures spoken of in my text are so small 
that thoy escape tho fino tooth comb of the, 
law. Thoy go on, and they go on, ososping 
the jadges, and tho juries and tho peniten- 
tiaries, Tho district-attorney cannot find 
thom, the sheriff candot find them. Shut 
thom, off from one route of porfidy and thoy 
start on another, You cannot by the force 
of moral ‘soatiment persuade them to desist, 
You might as well read the Ten Command. 
ments toa flock of crows, oxpeoting them to 
retreat under the force of moral sontiment. 
Thoy aro to bo found overywhoro, those whisp. 
orors, I think tholr paradise is a country 
village of about one or two thourand people, 
where everybody knows eyorybody Kut 
they also are to be found in largo quantities 
fn all cur olitics, They havo prying dispos! 
tion, They look into the basoment windows 
atthe tables of their noighbors, and can tell 
jaat what they havo morning and night to 
oat. Thoy can tov as far througha koyholo 
| asother peoplo gan sco with a door wide 


jetimu'usto thetattler and Is onough to sot 
|upae business for threoor four weeks, ‘I 
gaots that hosband and wifo don’t live hap 
pily togothor, I wondorif ho basn’t beon 
abusing hort It’s outrageous, Ho ought to 
be seco Ho ought to bo brought up 
before the church. I'll go right over to my 
neighbors snd ii lot them koow about this 
mattor.”” Sho rushes in all out of breath to 
|m nolghbor’s house and says: “'O! Mre, 
| Allear, have you heard the droadfal news? 
| Why, our neighbor, poor thing, came down 


open, Thoy oan hear conversation on the 
opposite side ot the room, lLnodood, the world 
to them isa whisporing gallory, Thoy always | 
put the worst oonetruction on everything 
Some morning a wilo dossends into the etfiot, 
her oyes damp with tears, and thinds a 


off the atopy in atlood of toars, That binte 
of ahuaband has been abusing her, Well, 
It's justas I «xpeoted, I saw him tho other 


afternoon vory smiling acd vory gracious to 
some one who smiled back, and I thought 
thon 1 would just go up to bim and toll him 
ho had bettor go homo aud look after his wife 
and childrev, who probably at that very timo 
were up stairsoryiog theireyos out, O! 
Mrs. Alloar, do havo your husband go over 
and putan ond to this troublo, It's simply 
outrageous that our neighborhood should be 
distarbod in this way. Ivt awfal.’” The 
fact is thatone mad or woman act on fire of 
this hollish spirit wiil keop whole neighbor 
hood aboil. It does notrequiro any groat 
brain, The chief requisition is that the wo 
men havo a small family ri no family at all, 
because, if she bavo a lareé family, thon xhe 
would have to stay at home and look aftor 
them, lt ia very important that sho bs single 
or have no children at all. and then ghe can 
attond to all the weorets of thé neighborhood 
all tho time. A woman with a large family 
makes a poor whisporer. It is astonishing 
how theso whiporers gether up overythiog. 
Thoy know everything that happens. Thero 
aro tolophono aud t.legraph wires réaching 
from their cara to all tho Houses in the neigh- 
borhood, They have no tasto for healttiy 
nows, bat for the soraps and peolings thrown 
out ofthe soullery into tho back yard thoy 
have great avidity. On the day when thoro 
is anow scandal in the newspaper, they have 
no timeto’go abroad. On the day when 
Ahore are fouror five columns of delightfal 
privats lottera published in divoroo case, 
eho stays at home and reade, and reads. No 
time for her Bible that dey, bat} towards 
night perhaps ehe may find time to run outa 
little wh'le and seo whether there are any 
new developments, Satan docanot have to 
keep a yeory sharp lookout for his ovil domin« 
ion in that neighborhood. Ho has let out to 
her thé whole contract Sho gots husbands 
and wives into aqusrrel, and brothers and 
sietera into antagonivm, and sho disgusts the 
pastor, and she makes neighbors, who before 
were kindly disposed toward each other, over 
suspicious and critical, so when one of the 
neighbors passes by in a oarriago they hiss 
through their teoth and say ; ‘‘ Ab! we could 
all keep oarriages if’ we never paid our 
debts.)

and then thoy tell you all about this ono and 
all about that one, andal! about the other 
ove, and thoy talk, telk, talk talk, talk,talk, 
talk, talk, After awhile they go away, leav- 
ing the placo looking like «a baroyard after 
the foxes and the weasels bave boon around — 
| here a wing, and thore a claw, and yonder aa 
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oye, and thero acrop, Ohl how thoy do 
make tho foathors fly. Rather than tho do- 
famation of good nawes, it reoma to mo it 
would be moro honorablo and usefal if you

CM oe BOT ag ii | porous period undor the tariff before it was | 


this colobrated caso has proved a crushing 

blow to the Grit party, and thoir organs 

are ina quandary, thoir ingenuity being 

taxed beyond bounds in order to palliato 
the effect of the judgment, which, as wo 
have said, inferentially forms a comploto 
justification of the couree of the Dominion 
Government in the mattor, showing that 
they are the true guardians of the rights 
of property. 

The Glode is the first of the Mowat 
organs to deal with tho subject, and, in its 
issue of Noy. 29th, it sounds the keynote 
for its satellites by (1) denouncing the 
Judges of the Supreme Court as ‘ anti- 
Provinéial in their proolivities,’’ (2) set- 
ting its Jayman’s intorprotation of the law 
against the unanimous decision of tho load- 
ing jurists who ocoupy the bench of the 
Supremo Court, and (3) giving its ipse 
dixit that, ‘‘ leaving aside tho legal aspect 
of the caso,” such a law as tho disallowod 
Riyors and Streams Bill is a nocessity in 
the public interest, 

Yaking the points of the Globe's com- 
ments in their order, it- does not require 
much study of them to discover that they 
form a mere attempt to palliate tho eflvot 
of the decision and to make the best of o 
bad caso, We reply : be 

(1.) The Supreme Court is the creation 
of the Mackenzie Government, and if it 
were anti-provincial in its proclivities, as 
charged by the Globe, it would be but ano- 
ther instance of a person making a scourge 
for his own back. The charge, howeyer, 
is without foundation other than this, that 
the Ontario Government haying overstepped 
{ts constitutional rights, and Mr. Mowat 
having acted outside the law, such preten- 
sions have been inferentially rebuked by 
the Supreme Oourt by judgments rendored 
in cases brought before that tribunal, Pro- 

viacial rights, moreover, were not inyolved 
in the case under notice. Thus, to tho 


haye sppeared anti-provinoial; but we 
defy it or any other journal to show, by 
reversal, by the highest Court of the realm, 
of decisions of the Supreme Oourt touching 
Provincial rights, that tho charge is a just 
ors proper one. It cannot do so, and 
therefore it is apparent that the neture of 
its case is so desperate that it has been 
obliged to abuse the judiciary in order to 
make everfa semblance of defence, 

(2.) The opinion of the Globe as to the 
interpretation of the law isself-evidently of 
so little value as to be unworthy of con- 
sideration; but, as itis a reiteration of 
that of a majority of the Judges of the 
Court of Appeal of this Province, the mat- 
ter becomes worthy of attention. Of the 
four judges of that Uourt, one dissented, 
he holding the opposite view; and again wo 
have the judgments of seven eminent 
Judges who had previously decided in oases 
under the law, besides Vice-Chancellor 
Proudfoot in granting the injunction to 
McLaren. Thus, against the decision of 
the three judges of the Ontario Court of 
Appeal we have those of fourteen other 
judges, including those of the Supreme 
Court, or in the proportion of five against 
one of the Judges before whom the case has 
been argued. This ought to be sufficient 
to show beyond a doubt what the great 
majority of the best trained legal minds 
hold to be the true construction of the law 
and to absolve the Judges of the Supreme 
Court from the malignant aspersion cast 
upon them by the mouthpiece of the defeat- 
ed tricksters, = 

(3.) As to the necessity for such a law as 
the Streams Bill, which the Globesays ‘‘must 
be abundantly plain to every sensible man,” 
wo must dissent, The disallowed Act pro- 
vides as follows :

saw-logs and other timber, rafts or crafts 
down the same, then it shall be lawful for the 
person #0 requiriog £0 to float and transmit euch 
saw-logs and other timber, rafts and crafts, and 
tt te hereby declared always to have been lawful, 
toremove such obstruction, and to construct

Such people should be taught that 
whon they go togaol they should go thore 
to work, and lessen the expense of their 
keeping, and their imprisonment be pro- 
ductive of good to them. 

Mr. Henderson said there aro twu classes 
of persous imprisoned: somo for short 
terms for petty crimes and those who wore 
known as vagrants, who during tho winter 
would not work. When cold weather came 
on, they sought the gaol, either as offend- 
ers under the Vagrant Act, or by the 
commission of a trivial offence. ‘Some 
scheme should be devised by which their 
labor could be utilized and a return made 
to the Oounty for the oxponse inourred in 
keeping thom. Tho City could uttlize a 
good deal of the work that could be dono

It was more important to onquire whethor 
ho was much hurt, A greengrocer’s boy, 
who, aftor the custom of his class, carried 
his ompty circular basket upon his bead, 
half covering his countenance in the manner 
of an over largo hat, but |just tilted back 
so as to allow him to look a little about 
him, becamo an object of general intorest, 
because Of the intormation he possessed 
The curious projected 


boy had not seen the whole of it, ho said ; 


horses’ hoofs tramling upon him. Was not 
suro whether the wheels had gono over him 
or not ; rather thought they had. Whoenhe 
was picked up or draggod out ofthe road, 
he was white asa sheet,ho was covered with 
mud, and there was blood upon his faca. 
the boy was quite suro about that. The 
man had been carried into the chomist’s 
shoy close by. No, he was not dead. At 
least tho boy did not think he was doad.

The crowd pressed toward the chomist’s 
shop. It was necessary to lock the door to 
avoid an irruptionof unnecossary spectators. 
Thoro was much peeping through tho glass 
of the door, with much struguling to obtain 
4 glimpse of what was happening within the 
shop. No one seemed to be ina hurry to 
quit the spene, In London there are always 
apparently co many bleesed or banned with 
leisure, and with plenty of time to sparo. 
And those who havo clearly been sent upon 
errands, shop boys, messangers, the carriers 
of parcels, and the like, appear to be spe- 
clally privileged to tarry and loiter when 
and where they list. 

There were critics among the crowd, of 
course. The critic is always with us. 
Much fault has been found with those 
concerned in the accident, The man 
ought to have been more careful. People 
were yery reckless in crossing the roads, 
and did not look where they were going, 
or heed what they were doing. Then the 
coachman was accused of furious driving. 
Really, it was urged, there should be a 
little more regard for the safety of foot 
passengers and the sanctity of human 
life. The coachman was indeed charged 
with incompetence and openly taunted 
with being the gardener in disguiso, an 
accusation whioh clearly wasof an irritating 
character. But generally the sympathies 
of the crowd were with the victim of the 
acoident, while a disposition prevailed to 
view his misfortune through the medium of 
class or political prejudice, Many declared 
that this was but another instance of the 

anxiety of the rich to ride down the poor, 
to oppress and grind them, Various pro- 
letaries delivered discourses upon that text. 
A lady, wrapped in velvet and furs, had 
been sittingalone in the carriage. She 
uttered a cry of alarm when she perceived 
that an accident had ocourred, but she 
learned of it chiefly from the shouts of the 
passers-by. The coachman had immediately 
reined in bis horses. When the man who 
had been knocked down was carfied into 
the chemist’s shop, the lady had descended 
from her carriage, She had expressed her 
regret, her alarm and anxiety in becoming 
terms.

REV. A SCHUSTER’S REPORT, 


At the first anniversary of the City Mission 
held in the City Hallonthe 2lt day of 
Fobroary last, after the City Missionary’s 
report, the Key. D, Mitchell moved the fol- 
lowiny resolation ; 

‘In Gonsideration of the novcessity of ob- 
taining a suitable building for the City Mis- 
sion, this meoting pledges itself todo its 
utmosh to further this object, and that Mr, 
Patterson and Mr, Nortbrup bo a committes to 
co operate with the Missionary to oarry out 
this undertaking.” 

This motion was seconded by Rev, A, 
Campboll, 

Thore is also another motion recorded, 

* Moved by Rev, M. W. McLean, that this 
meeting petition the City Counoil, through the 
Missionary, tor a certain lot on which to erect 
a suitable building for the City Mission work.” 

According to the motion the desire of the 
congregation was carried out, the Council was 
asked fora suitable lot, but after the ma’ er 
was fully considered by them, they thought 
best not to dispose ot it, as the land might bo 
used by the City to conn«ct theG. J.R. track 
with the (st that time) propored smelting 
works, ‘Lhe members of the Council sympa- 
thiziog with the City Mission, cheerfully do- 
noted $50 towards the purchase of a suitable 
lot somewhere, 

As the future success of the Miseion de- 
pouded mach on the situation of the lot, wo 
Were anxious to be direoted rightly so as to 
got a suitable place, and desirous to be direot- 
ed by God fn thie as in all thinys, we asked, 
believed and God heard our prayer. Quite a 
time had passed away, many lots were offered 
by diff rent individuals, but none seemed to be 
the right one, Aboutthe 10th day of April 
a Indy friend of the Mission called and 
urged upon us tho necesity of the establish. 
ment of a special prayer meeting, in which to 
auk God's guidance in all matters concerning, 
the City Mission work, and as we were about 
to start building this house, having neither 
lands, nor money therewith to build, this 
prayer mecting might bo so blessed and own- 
ed by God, that according to His promise all 
our needs will bo supplied. The meeting was 
commenced at once, and we me} for the first 
time in the house of Mr. Bonar, on the 14th 
day of April, and it has been keptup from 
that time to this. Many happy hours have 
Wo spent becanse we réealissd God was pleas- 
od with us thus mecting together, and many 
answers of prayer were received. We were 
not long without realiziog that God’s promise 
is true, ‘‘ Ask and ye shall receive,” Week 
after weok wo received tokens of God's ap- 


proval. 

About the first day of May Mrs. Schultz 
coming to the school room on Church street 
which we formerly cooupied, sho said to me 
that she had passed a place just now to which 
her mind was powerfully directed, believing 
it to be the right epot to orect our building, 
shesaid and repeated eaying that sho was 
tally convinced that’ it was just the placo, 
After the close of the echo)! woe walked home, 
and coming to the lot on which this building 
stands, Mrs. Sobultz said, ‘‘This is the 
place,” and I felt at orce that there could be 
no better situation in the city for the pur- 
pose ; zo much fo that] stood quite a while 
with astonishment, askiog myself why? Woe 
haye passed here time after timo and day after 
day and yot never thought of this lot, 

Iwas so fully convinoed that all is well 
that I inguired at once of Mr, Martin, Who 
owns this land ? and instesd of going home, 
tarried abou’, went to Mra. Dougall, told her 
oor mission, spoke of our intentions, she was 
pleaved and consen'ed at once. Thus the 
way was opened, clearly showing us that we 
were guided by God, and sn a fow weeks all 
necossary arrangements wero completed, the 
money came soon to hand, the deed was exo- 
cuted and made over to three trustees, Mr, 
A. G. Northrup, Mr. Hodgson, and Mr. ©, 
Holden acting in behalf of the City Mission, 
After the deed waa registered, the land socur- 
ed and paid for, the building was thea under 
consideration, At firat it was thought beat 
to put op a framo structure, »nJ for this pure 
pore a plan was propared by Mr, Jno Forin, 
architect, who slso superintended the build- 
ing. After dus consideration as to ovst, dur 
ability and appearance, it was thought that a 
brick buildioy would add to the appoaranoce 
of the city and tho neighborhood, thas it would 
be warmer and more comfortably, the cost not 
much moro, and av wo-received at that time a 
donation of brick, wo wero more fully led to 
the conolosion that we could do botter to 
build a brick building. Tho money for stone, 
lime, sand, and paying the marons tor build- 
ing tho foundation, also tho amount of pur- 
chaso money for lend came an needed ; thas 
encouraged by God’a goodnoss wo wero 
led on atep by step, The groval 
was broken up on tho 6th day 
of Jane and the cornor stone was laid on the 
27th of July; the mason who contracted to 
erect tho building laid the stone, ‘boas who 
wore presont on that oo asion wil! remember 
that tho stone was Isid betwoon two vory 
heavy sbowors of rain, haviog only suffi ient 
time to lay it. A good numbor attended, al 
though tho evoning was very uaotavorable, 
God's presence was with both spoakord and 
hearers. 

Tho noxt day the brick work was com- 
menood, The work wont on slowly but auro- 
ly, and this eveviag wo aro celebrating an 
eyent long looked for, namely, tho opening of 
this house, Tho opening of this buildiog now 
ina neoconrity to carry on tho Olty Mission 
work for the winter. The place wo rented is 
too small; it anewored the purpose for the 
bo. ioning of tho work, The dedioation will 
follow aftor all oxpenses are mot,

Express- 
ing tho wish that the gentlemen named would 
give him some details in regard to wrecks, 
near Salmon Point and suggestions for avoid- 
ing misfortune, the gentlemen named informed 
the roribe that they would choerfully reply to 
avy questions that ho might esk, and as tho 
office was nearathsndan adjournment was 
accordingly had, in order thatthe needed 
news could be communica ed, 

Addressing Oaptain Eocolos, the ioporter 
asked: ‘‘How isit, do you think, that tho 
Folger camo to be lost at Selmon Point ?” 

“*Sho was bound from Cleveland, O., for 
Brockvillo,” aaid the Captain, ‘‘and after leav- 
ing Port Dalhousio, probably steered a direot 
course for Long Point. As the course of the 
vesacl was castward and ac theroisa atrong 
westerly variation of the compass the certain. 
ty is that sho got too far to tho northward of 
her course, as many vessels going in that di- 
rection have done before, at the same place, 
or the Sootch Bonnet, in thick weather,” 

‘*Were the weather olear,a man might 
keop away” obimed in Captain O'Brien, ‘‘but 
in thick weather, and owing to . variations in 
the compass,and the inability to run on 
soundings, a captain’s only hope would be in 
the weather clearing up, or hearing some 
sound from the shore,” 

‘When do you think the Folger went on f’ 

** Sometime during Thuraday ” said Ecoles, 
an anawor to which O'Brien agreed, 

‘*T would thiok ” Captain Ecoles went on 
to say, ‘thatthe wind on Thursday was to 
the northward of west, ard the chances are, 
that tho master of the Fo’ger was endeavor- 
ing to got into smoother water when the mia- 
fortune occurred,” 

‘All captains are awaro that their vossels 
are drawn into that bight during thick wea- 
ther,” added O'Srien, ‘‘and haveto make 
allowances on their compasses for it.” 

“Ooce on there” said Ecoles, ‘‘there is 
little hope for o vessel or her crew in a blow. 
Salmon Point reet is one of the moat danger- 
ous on the whole chain of lakes,” 

‘* There is a light-house there, and also a 
metallio life boat,” the reporter put in. 

“ Bat a light is no good in a snow storm and 
a life crew could not launch o boat in such 
weather as existed when the Folger was lost,” 
said Evcles. 

“(On that shore, with the wind from the 
east,” said O'Brien, ‘‘a life boat would have 
to be taken te somo sheltered spot along the 
shore before it could be launched, and there 
would bo no use Isunching a life boat two or 
three milos away from a wreck in a soow 
storm, as the probabilitics are the wreck oould 
not be found in such weather,” 

‘Did you know the Folger and her cap- 
tain vw 

“*Yos,” said the captain of the Bullock, 
**sho was a staunch built \essel and was coms 
manded by one of the most experienced cap- 
tains on any of the lakes, I knew MoDonald 
personally,” he continued, ‘* He was formerly 
owner and master of the Kearsarge and was 
part owner of the Folger. Ho was thought to 
be one of the most careful men navigating 
these waters.” 

“* Might something other than the variation 
of bis compass have led the captain of the 
Folger to get in the vicinity of Salmon Point ?’ 

“Yes, The loss of sails or stesring gear 
might have caused him to deviate from his 
courso,’”’ was tho reply, 

“*What has been your experience in that 
locality ?” was asked of Ecoles, 

“I got in the bight once about ton or twelve 
years ago,” he answered, ‘during thick 
weather, and in working out, split my mein- 
mast, I would rathor be lost in the lake than 
take my chanees of gotting cut of such a pre- 
dicament in the same place, I havo over 
since given that part of the lake shore a good 
offing and profer my ohanovs of gottiog in trou- 
ble on ths other shore—the south of the lake, 
I havo known a great number of veseels to get 
in there and but fow have esoaped without ao 
mishap, I was omployed in that vicinity for 
about two years, in picking up timber that 
had been wreoked during storms and driven 
into the bay, and know tho locality thor: 
oughly.” 

** What has beep your expsrienco, Osptain 
O’Brien ?” 

“It is somowhat similar to that of Ecoles’, 
and I know what ho says is correct,” said the 
Olivia's mastor, in response. 

‘What is the great danger off Salmon 
Point ?’” 

"Ono shoal, whioh runs south-west about a 
milo and a half,” was tho reply of Capt. Ecoles. 
‘It begins at the light, and is a succession 
of limestone ledges. On the south orst sido 
of the Point, abouts half milo bolow the Jight 
housr, thore is another shoal, which runs at 
right angles with tho Point in a south-castorly 
direction. A schoonor was lost on this shoal 
& groat many years ago,” 

‘Have many wreoks ocourred thore ft’ 

“You, qaito a number; tho first in my 
recollection,” said Captain Ecoles, ‘ was the 
schooner Bay of Quinte, formorly called the 
Neptune, which was wrecked there in 1861, 
Sho was loaded with wheat, and tho cargo and 
schooner were a total loss. Tho crow, how- 
ever, was saved, Tho Jnternational, a largo 
American schooner bound from Port Dalhousie 
to Ogdonaburg, loaded with walnut lumbor, 
was tho next, Tho veasol broke to piooos, 
and » portion of the cargo which had beon 
washed ashoro, was all that was saved. Tho 
crow was reacuod, That was in 1662, Tho 
weathor was thick and snowing, and tho wind 
wasfromthe wost.

Several times, however, 
these eminent gentlemen have differed 
upon points of constitutional law, and in 
every instance the opinion expressed by 
Sir John A. Macdonald has proved to be 
correct.  ‘'hese differences have been with 
regard to the Better Terms Act of 1869, 
the Oaths Bill of 1873, the prorogation in 
1873, the power of appointing Queen's 
Counsel, and the Streams Bill, Mr. Blake 
opposed Sir John in the. matter of 
the so-called Boundary Award; which 
the Premier declarod was not, worth 
the paper it was written upon, but 
Mr, Blake has not, as yet, dared to 
express his opinion, asa lawyer, on the 
subject. Neither has Mr, Blake ventured 
to give a legal opinion as tothe constitu- 
tionality of the Crooks Act, When, thero- 
fore, enthusiastic Grits stand-vpon their 
hind legs and bray about tle “ robbery of 
Ontario,” by the refusal of Parliament to 
accept the alleged award, it is only neces- 
sary to remiad them of Sir John’s opinion, 
and of the fact thatho has always been 
right in his opinions upon points of consti- 
tational law.

fhe Transit of Venus, 


The commencement of the observation 
of the transit of Venus here, was inavs, 
picious, as the sky was obscured by clonds- 
and the first and second oontacts could not 
be seen. About eleven o'clock, the clouds 
began to break, #0 that at noon there was 
a bright sun and a olear sky which enabled 
observors to watch tho track of the planet 
across the sun’s diso without interruption. 
This favorable condition of the atmosphere 
fortunately continued daring the afternoon, 
ao that a good observation was taken of the 
third and fourth contacts, though the 
accuracy of the third was somewhat 
impaired by the black drop, an spparent 
prolongation of the imsge of the planet, 
into a shape somewhat resembling that of a 
pear. The observation of the fourth contact 
was, howovor,all that could be desired, ond 
tho instant of the planet leaving the sun’s 
rim, was obtained with perfect aconracy, 
On the whole we may say that the observa- 
tion was 80 far satisfactory, Mr. T.- Shear- 
man,who made the observation hcro,leaves 
for Brantford this evening.

Discourse by Rev. T. De Witt Tal- 
mage, 


THE CLOUDLESS MORNING. 


i A morning without clouds, —II.Samuel,xziii., 


Pulpit and printing press for the most 
part in our day are busy in discussing the 
condition of the cities at this time; but 
would it not bo hoalthfully encourag- 
ing to all Christian workers and to all 
all who are toiling to make the world bst- 
ter, if we should this morning for a little 
whilo look forward to the time when our 
cities shall be revelutioned by the Gospel 
of the Son of God, and all the darkness of 
sin, and troubling, and crimo,and suffering 
shall be gone from the sky; and it shall be 
“a morning without clouds?” Eyery man 
has pride in the city of his nativity or resi- 
dence, if-it be a city distinguished for any 
dignity or prowess. Cs ar boasted of his 
native Rome, Virgil of Mantua, Lycurgus 
of Sparta, Demosthenes of Athens, Archim- 
edes of Syracuse, and Paul of Tarsus. I 
should have suspicion of base heartedness 
ina man who had no ospecial interest in 
the city of his bieth or residence—no exhil- 
aration at the evidence of its prosperity, or 
its artistic embellishments, or its scientitic 
advancement, I have noticed thata man 
never likes a city where he has not behaved 
well! Swartout did not like New York, 
nor did Parkman like Boston, and people 
who have a free rido in the prison yan ne- 
ver like the city that furnishes the vehicle. 
When I find Argos and Rhodes and Smyrna 
trying to prove themselves the birthplace 
of Homer, I conclude right way that Ho- 
mer behaved well. He liked them and 
they liked him. We mast not war on lau- 
dable city pride,and with the idea of build- 
ing ourselves up atany time try to pull 
others down, Boston must continue to 
point to its Faneuil Halland to its Common 
and to its superior educational advantages. 
Philadelphia must continue to point to its 
Independence Hall and its Mint and its 
Girard Qollege. Ifl should find a& man 
coming from any city having no pride in 
that city, that city having been the place of 
his nativity, or now being the place of his 
residence, I would feel like asking him 
right away; ‘* What mean thing have you 
been dojng there} what outrageous thing 
have you been guilty of that you do- not 
like the place!’ New York is a goodly city, 
It is on both sides the river,the East River 
being only the main artery of its great 
throbbing life. Weor our children will 
liye to seg three or four bridges spanning 
that river, and more and more as the years 
go by, we will be ono ; so when I ssyin my 
sermon New York, Imean well on to two 
millions of population,and everything from 
Spuyten Dayvil Oreek to Gowanus. That 
which helps one city will help the other ; 
that which blasts ono city will blast the 
other. Sin is a giant, and when it comes 
to the Hudson or the East River, it steps 
across it as cosily as you step across a 
figure in a carpet. God's ange) of blessing 
has two wings, und one wing hovers over 
that city and the other wing hovers oyor 
this city. In infancy our motropolis was 
put down by the banks ofthe Hudson. It 
was as feeble as Moses in the ark of bull 
rushes by the Nile, and like Miziam, there 
our fathers stood and watched it. The 
royal spirit of American commerce came 
down to bathe. She took it up in her arms 
and it waxed’ strong, and foreign ships 
brought silver and gold to its feet, and it 
had stretched itself up into a great motro- 
polis, looking up to the mountains and off 
upon the sea,the mightiest energy in Amer- 
joan civilization, Every city is influenced 
by the character ofthe met who founded 
it. Romulus impressed his life upon 
Kome. The Pilgrim fathers will never 
relax their grasp from Now England, 
William Penn left a legacy of fair dealing 
and integrity to Philadelphia, and you can 
now any day on the streets of that city see 
his customs, his manners, his morals, his 
hat, bis wife’s bonnet and bis moeting house, 
So tho Hollandors founding New York loft 
their impreseion on all the following gonora- 
tions, Grand old New York! What southern 
thoroughfare was ever smitten with postilonce 
and our physiolans did not throw thomselves 
on tho saorificoot What forelga nation was 
ever struck with famine and our ships did not 
put out laden with broadstufls? What na. 
tional strugglo, and our citizens did not pour 
their blood into the trenchos? What atroot of 
Damascus, or Boyrout, or Madras, hee n t 
responded with the step of our missionarics ? 
What gallery of art, and our pafoters have 
not hung in it their plotures? «What dopart. 
ment of science Or litorature, and our soholars 
have not made toit contributions? I need 
not talk to you of our public sohools, whore 
the children of tho dordwatner, and the mo- 
chanlo, and the giasablowor ait sido by side 
With the fayored sons of millioraires and 
morohast princes, Nor need | tell you of the 
asyluma for the insave on these islands, whore 
those who out themoeclvos among tho tombs 
come forth olothed and in their right mind. 

Nor need I toll you of tho asylums for tho 
blind, and the doaf, and the damb, and the 
orphans, tho widows, the outuast,—or of a 
thousand armed maohine ry atreaming down 
from our groat reservoirs the puro; bright, 


sparkliog wator, rushing through tho aquo. 
duote, aod dashing out of the hydrants, and 
hissing in the steam enyltnos, and tossing io

tho fountains, and showering out tho ooufla- 
grations, and dripping from the baptiomal 
fonts in our charvhes, and with tilvery tono 
| and golden sparkle and orystalline chimo ray- 
ing to tho handroda of thousands of our popn- 
Intions, in the words «f Him who mado it, “I 
} will; bethou clean.” I thank God for tho 
place of our residence, and whilo there aro a 
thousand things that ought to be corrected, 
and many wrongs that ought to be overthrown 
—whilo I thank God for tho past, I look for- 
ward this morpvirg toa glorious futare. I 
thiok we ought—and I take it for granted 
you are all iaterosted in this great work of 
evangelizing the cities and saving the world — 
wo ought to toil with the aunlight in our faces, 
Wo are not fighting in a misorable Bull Run 
of defeat, Wo are on the way to floal victory, 
Wo aro not following the rider on the black 
horse, with tho moon uader bis feet and the 
atara of heavon for his tiara. Hail, oonquoror, 
hail! I hear thero are sorrows, and thoro 
are sins, and thore aro sufferings all around 
aboutus; but as in some bitter cold winter 
day, when wo are threshing our arms around 
as to koop our thambs from freezing, we think 
of tho warm spring day that will afcor a while 
come, or in the dark wiotor night we look up 
and we see the rorthern lights, the windows 
cf heayen illuminated by edme great victory 
—jast so we look op from the night of suffer- 
ing and sorrow and wrotohedorss in our oities, 
and wo sees Jight streaming throngh from 
the other sido, and wo koow we aro on the 
way to morning—noro than that, on tho way 
to ‘‘a mornivg without clouds,’ I want you 
to understand, all you who are toiling for 
Christ, that the csstles of sin are all going to 
be captured’ The victory for Christ in these 
great towon is going to bo so completo that 
not msn on carth, or an angel in heaven, or 
a devilin hell will dispute it, How do I 
know! I know just as cortainly as God lives 
and that there is holy truth. The old Bible 
ia full of it. Tho nation isto be saved; of 
course, all the cities are to be saved. I¢ makes 
a great difference with you and with mo whe- 
ther we are tojling on toward a defeat or toil- 
ing on toward a victory. Now, in this muni- 
cipal eleyation of which I spoak, I have to re- 
mark'there will be greater financial prosperity 
than our citios have ever seen, Somo people 
soom to have amorbid ideaof the millen- 
nium, and they think when the better time 
comes to our cities and the world, people will 
give thoir time upto psalm singing and the 
relating of their religious experionc», And as 
all social life will be purified, there will be no 
hilarity; andas all business will be purified, 
there will benocnterprise, There iano ground 
fer such an absurd anticipation, In tho time 
of which I speak, where now one fo.tune is 
made thero will bo a hundred tortunes mado 
We all known busincss prosperity deponds 
upon confidence between man and man. Now 
when that time comes of which I spoak, and 
all doub!e-dealing, all dishonesty, and all 
fraud are gone out of commercial circles, 
thorcugh confidence will be established, and 
there will be better basiness done, and larger 
fortunes gathered, and mightier successes 
achieved, The preat business disasters of 
this country have come from the work of 
godless speculators and infamous stock gam- 
blere. The groat foe to businors in New York 
and Brooklyn iscrime, When the right shall 
have harled back th» wrong and shall have 
purified the commercial code, and shall have 
thundered down fraudalent establishments,and 
shall have put into the hands of honest men 
the keys cf business, blessed times for the 
bargain makors, I am not making a guess, I 
am telling you God’s etoroal truth, In that 
day’of which I speak taxes will be o mere 
nothing. Now oor business men are taked 
for everything, City taxes, county taxes, 
State taxes, stamp texcs, liconse taxes, manu- 
facturing taxes—taxes, taxes, texes. Oar 
business men have to make a small fortune 
overy year to pay their taxes, What fastens 
on our great industries this awful load? 
Crime, individual and official. We have to 
pay the board of the villains who are incar- 
cerated in our prisons, Ye hayo to take onre 
of the orphans of those who plunged jnto 
their graves through boastly indulgence. \Ve 
have to support the municipal governments, 
which are yast and oxponsive just ia propor- 
tion »s the criminal proclivities are vast and 
tremendous, Who support tho almhouses 
and police stations, and all the oy of 
municipal government? The taxpayers, Ever 
since the morning of the 8th ol November the 
pvliticians have beentrying to cipher out 
what was the caugo of the royolution in 
American politics, Well, in some cities it 
meant one thing, perhaps, and in some 
States another thing; but I will tell you what 
it meant all over, It mrant that the people 
of the United States are infuriato at tho fact 
that the officers of the government and those 
who have the arrangemont of theee things, 
keep taxes up when they might go down—as 
hundred million dollars more than necessary 
taxen out of the hard-working population of 
this country, and stored up asa temptation 
to publio officials. The only way to keop the 
Congress of the United States from misappro- 
priatiog $50,000,000 out of the national 
Treasury, is to have no surplus in the Troas- 
ury to steal, In this coming Congress the Re- 
publican party will haye ano her opportunity 
of putting down taxes, and if they do not put 
down taxes, the revolution in Masachusetts 
and in New York this antamn will bo only as 
a snowllake compared with tho avalancho of 
popular indignation that shall come down. 
And I tell you Republicans and you Demo- 
orats, that if you do not let. down the taxes 
and let the people up, we will form a new 
party, anti excessive taxation, anti-ram, anti- 
ROMARONT, anti-abomination, and you who 
have been fattening on the publio spoils and 
reckless of the publio virtue shall not have so 
much ea the wages of astreot-sweoper, But 
in the glorious time of which I speak, grievous 
taxation will allhave ceased, There will bo 
no need of supp rting oriminals, thoro will be 
no criminals, Virtuo will have taken tho 

lace of vice. There will be no orphan asy- 
ams, for parents will bo ablo to leave a com- 
potency to their children, There will be no 
voting of large sums of money for some 
municipal improvements, which moneys, 
before they got to the {mprovement, drop 
into the pookets of those who voted thom, 
No Oyor and Terminor kopt up at great ox- 
pense to the poople. No ompanolling of jurios 
to try thieft, and arson, and mardor, and 
slande?, and blackmail. Better factorion, 
Grander architecture. Finer equipage. Largor 
fortunes, Richor apulenoo, “''A morning 
without clouds,” 

Io that bottor timo, aleo, coming to these 
cities, the churches of Obriet will bo more 
numerous, and they will be largor, and thoy 
will bo larger, and they will b» more devoted 
to the sorvioe of Christ, and thoy will accom.

WHAT THE JOINT UNION COMMITTEE 


ACCOMPLISHED, 


HAS 


(From the Globe.) 


Tho Union Committtee, which closed its 
sessions on Wodnesday, had sittings on 
eight working days, and tho object in view 
was pursued with a steadfastness and 
singlonoss of purpose, worthy the high 
aims to bo attained. Many times during 
the sessions it appeared to disinterested 
observers that a modus vivendi would not 
be reached, and then, as with the extremity 
of despair somo point would be conceded, a 
different turn given to a sentence, the true 
significance of a phrase pointed out, or an 
eloquent appeal would be made which once 
more brought union, to uses celebrated 
Phraso, ‘‘ within the sphoro of practical 
politics.” Tho instructions given to the 
Committee, to prepare a “ basis of union,” 
were acted on in the most liberal spirit, 
and it is safe to‘say thatthe conclusions 


reached fepresent the utmost that any of |. 


the bodies concerned can concede, and 
that any alterations made in it by any of 
the bodies will more than jeopardize union, 
The Committee did wisely in selecting at 
the start that voteran presiding officer, 
Bishop Oarman, to take the chair, and, 
though his reputation in that capacity has 
been an enviable ono, he considerably 
addod to his laurels, and won golden opin- 
ions from all who participated in the work 
of the Committee. Without treating the 
members of the Uommitteo as overgrown 
children, he held thereins witha firm, 
though gentle, hand, and when there 
seemed to be a ‘disposition to “let their 
angry passions rise,’ he poured oil upon 
the waters with a most beneficial result. 
Many t!mes when, from tho multiplicity of 
motions, none but he knew how matters 
stood, an appeal to Bishop Carman resulted 
in the tangled skein being uaravolled. 


LAY DELEGATION, 


It was generally conceded from the com- 
menoement that a wide and sweeping 
measure of lsy representation in Annual 
Conferences would have to be granted,and 


the sub-committee appointed on this subject, 


very soon came to the conclusion to admit 
one layman from each district to the Annual 
Conference, and in case the district con- 
tained more than eight circuits or stations 
an additional representative was accorded. 
This atipulationin the report of the com- 
mittee was passed at once without discus- 
sion, but was reconsidered and amended so 
as to give equal lay and ministerial 
representation, The constitution of the 
District Uonference was also brought into 
accord with this rate of representation, 
The Quarterly Meeting was left much as it 
is in the Methodist Church of Oanada, and 


there is now a consistent representation in 
though tho precinots of tho 
Stationing Committee have been guarded 
with jealous care by the members-of the 
delegation. of the Methodist Ohurch of 
Oanada.

The contest over the duties and powers 
of the General Superintendent was not 
nearly so sevore as was anticipated, and it 
presented pretty much the same pheno- 
menon 48 tho question ef lay delogation in 
its being a fight between two parties, This 
time it was the Methodist. Episcopal 
Ohurch delegates who engaged the .repro- 
sentatives of the Methodist Ohurch of 
Canada, Though sho latter had a very 
influential reinforcement in tho porson of 
the Secretary of the Committee, Rev. Dr. 
Suthorland, it was only likely that he 
would range on a side whers he could con- 
tend for a furthor elaboration of the prin- 
ciples of hie resolutions submitted at the 
last General Conference, It was a fore- 
gone conclusion from the first that thore 
would be longer tenure of office, and more 
exalted position than those accorded to the 
creation of the last Genoral Oonference,and 
consequently there was but little conton- 
tion as to details. Tho term of office was 
fixed at eight yoaors. Ho was,in conference, 
authorized to ordain candidates for the 
minietry, and hoe was given o position with 
respect to the Annual Oonference which 
will moat likely occasion more than a little 
dispute. It has boon stated thab the 
General Suporiutendont will be empowered 
td opon the proceedings of the Annual 
Conferences on the firatdoy,and alternately 
preside over its sessions in conjunstion 
with the cflicer eloctod by that body, In 
all matters pertaining to its indepeudence 
the Annual Oonforence has shown a tona- 
city of grasp in holding, and a pugnacity 
towards assailants that augurs ill for tho 
success of this clause, and yetit was tho 
loast that tho Committee could giyo to the 
Mothodiat Episcopal Church, This lattor 
body is so tied down by its constitution, 
that the General Uonforonce of the Ohuroh

Poisonous Serpents. 


STATISTICS OF THK NUMBERS OF FOLKS THEY 
KILL, 


From Harper's Young People, 


Venomous snakos aro those which have two 
hollow tooth in the upper jaw through whioh 
they eject poison into the wound made by 
their bite. Tho groat majority of enakes aro 
venomour, but nevertheless there aro more 
venomous snokes in the world than moot mon 
roally require, 

‘There are two classes of vonomoun snakes 
—those whose bito is certain doath, and thoue 
whoso bite oan be cured, The only venomous 
snake inhabiting Europe is the viper, but its 
bite is seldom fatal, In the United Staten, 
with tho possible exception of New Mexico 
and Arizona, there are only three venomous 
snakes —tho rattlesnake, tho copperhead, and 
the moccasin, All other snakes are harmless, 
In some places the copperhead is known as 
tho flat headed addor, but the other speotes 
of snakes, to which the name adder is often 
given by the country people, are as harmless 
as tho protty little garter snake. 

Central and South America have map 
venomous snakes whose biteis always fatal, 
Among these the best known are the coral 
snake, the tabobs, ard the dama blanca. A 
British naval vessel on its way upa South 
Amerioan river afew years ago, anchored for 
tho night and a number of the officora thought 
they would go asboro and sleep in a desertod 


shanty that stood on the bank, where they 


fancied that the air would be cooler than it 
was on board tho vessel. Whon they reach. 
ed the shanty ono of them said horthought he 
would go back to the ship, and all the others, 
with ono exception, said they would follow 
him. ‘he officer who determined to stay 
swung his hammock from the beams of tho 
roof, and was eoon asleep, He woke carly in 
morning, and to his horror, found that threo 
snakes were sleeping on his body, and that 
others were hanging from the rattora or glid- 
ing over the floor. He recognized among 
them snakes whose bito meant death within 
an hour or two, and he did not dare to move 
a finger, He lay in his hammock until the 
sun grew warm and the snakes glided back to 
their holes. His companions had noticed that 
the place looked asif it was infested with 
snakes, but had oruelly refrained from warn- 
ing him. The officer was one of the bravest 
men that ever lived, but he could never speak 
5 his night among the snakes without a shud- 
er. : 

Inone of the West India Islands —Mar- 
tinique—there isa snake called tho lanoo- 
headed viper, which is almst a8 deadly as the 
coral snake, Tho East Indies are full of 
venomous snakes, and io British India nearly 
20,000 persons are killed every year by snake 
bites. Of the Eost Iodia ete whcse bite ie 
incurable the cobra is the most numerous, but 
the diamond spake, the tubora and the 
ophiophogus are also the cause of a great many 
deaths. The British Government has offered a 
large reward for the discovery of an antidote 
to the poison of the cobra, but no one has yot 
boen able to claim it, 

Afrios, like all trophical c untrics,bas many 
apecics of venomous snakes, The horned 
ceraates is the snake from whose bite Cleopatra 
is aid to hayo died; and from its small sizo 
and its habit of burying itself all but its head 
in the sand, itis poculiarly dreaded by the 
natives. 
puff adder, which often grows to tho length 
of five or six feet, and whose poison is used 
by the natives in making poisoned arrows, 

It isa very curious fact that the poison of 
venomous enakes cannot be distinguished by 
the chemist from the whito of an egg. Aod 
yet one kind of snake poison will produce an 
offect entirely unlike that produced by another 
kind, The blood of an animal bitten by a 
cobra is decomposed and turned into a thin, 
watery colored fluid, while tho blood of an 
avimal bitten by a coral snake is solidified, and 
looks very much like currant jelly, Never- 
theless, the poison of the cobra and that of 
the coral snake seem to be precisely alike 
when analyzed by the chemist, and aro ap- 
parently composed of the same substance in 
the samo proportion as isthe white of an

A sbort timo sgoshe was releaed 
at her husband’s request, and returned to live 
with him, 

AN INSANE WOMAN'S FREAKS, 


She had recovered her reason to a great 
extent at the time, but on several ocossions 
she escaped from the house at night, avd in 
her night clothes, Sho had at tho timo of her 
death just returned to tho house,asd was cold 
and wet, Sho was, prisoner states, attempt- 
ing to go out again when ho endeavored to 
provent her, In tho ensuing struggle sho foll 
against the stove, sustaining injuries which 
oaused her death, He is said to havo inform 
ed the neighbors of ‘he fsot, Tho prisoner was 
at one time a well-koown and respected citi- 
zon of London. 

MES, BASTARD'’S DEATH, 

On leaving the asylum deceased was in a 
vory quiet and favourable condition.

the hopeless attempts at the construction 
of a trans-continental railway by a Domin- 
fon Government would not fail to carry 
conviction, Tc enable the 0. P. R. Syn- 
dicate to’maintain their vigorous work of 
railway construction they must be in a 
position to secure funds in the best money 
markets inthe world, and to secure the 
same upon the most favorable terms. It 
would not require a very heavy decline in 
0, P. R bonds to cause the syndicate much 
trouble and greatly hinder the work of 
construction. The present anti disallowanco 
movement had more effect in that direction 
than most unthinking pooplo are aware of, 
A few months ago money was begging in- 
vestment in Northwest landed mortgages, 
and at present funds tor that purpose are 
by no means plentiful, while the rapid de- 
cline of last week in the Northwest Land 
Oo. shares is a proof that distant capitalists 
are losing faith to some extent in tbe 
Northwest as a field for inyestment ; and 
it may be only acoincidence but it is a 
rather remarkable one, that this loss of 
faith progresses much at the same pace as 
the anti-disallowanco movement in Mani- 
toba,  Oapitalists who aro prepared to 
employ their funds fer the Canadian Pacific 
Railway construction do so upon the in- 
violability of the contract between the C. 
P. R. Syndicate andthe Dominion, and 
look tothe same for a return for their 
investments, and it must be remembered 
that the construction of a Canadian trans- 
continental railway was a echome peddled 
for years through the leading money mar- 
kets of the world, and floated in none until 
the present syndicate undertook the great 
work,The terms of the syndicate may be, 
and nodoubt are a drawback in some res- 
pects to private railway enterprise in tho 
North-West; but while the O, P. R. Syndi- 
cate have in less than two: years added 
nearly 900 miles to tho railway system of 
the country, as yet private enterprise has 
only added 86, although schemes have been 
gotten upandcharters applied for, for 
nearly a hundred times that amount. In 
the question, therefore, of whethor priyate 
railway enterprise or O, P. R. construction 
are to suffer, tho man of commerce can 
really have no choice. But atthe presont 
time this question of disallowance is of 
much greator importance in another respect. 
Tho far-seeing and cautious business man 
cannot but see a very atroog resemblance 
in the presentcommercial state of the 
country to that which existed about ten 
years ago. Then, as now, the whole com- 
mercial affairs of this continent had enter- 
ed upon a state of inflation ; then, as now, 
a great scheme of trans continental rail- 
way construction was being carried for- 
ward, namely, the Northern Pacific, and 
then, as now, the cry was loud against the 
great advantages given tothe company 
constructing that railway by the American 
Government, Tho following year 1873 
can be well remembered and the panic 
which like a thunderbolt struck and shat- 
tered the whole monetary system of Ameri- 
oa, carrying commercial destruction across 
the Atlantic and into Europe. And it waa 
in connection with this same great schome 
of railway construction that the panic of 
that yoar was ushered in, ‘The firm of Jay 
Uooke & Oo., the floaters of the North- 
ern Pacific Railway, was tho first great 
firm to topple, and with their fall came 
crash after crash of the great panio, the 
incidents of which aro so woll renombered 
by those who passed through it, that thoy 
need not be recounted. 

Wo have no desite to bo olassod with 
commoroial alarmists, nor haye wo muoh 
belief in the-wild forebodings of commer- 
oial disastor which are now circulated ovor 
this continent ; but wo do assort tho rosem- 
blance betweon the present state of com- 
mercial affairs and that which existed ten 
yeare ago, ond wo do assert thn possibility 
of arepotition of the black days of 1873, 
and their introduction in 6 manner similar 
to what thon ocourred; and it would not 
take & groat misdirection .of tho tido of 
apti-disallowance feeling to matorially aid 
in producing such an undesirable stato of 
affairs.

To the Editor of the Intelligencer. 

Sin,—My namo haying been prominently 
brought before the public in connection with 
the parish of Hillier, allow me to submit the 
following brief statemont through the columns 
of your esteemed papor, In tho year 1861, 
there dieda good old Churchman of this 
parish, who having no family, left ao part of 
his property to tho parish church; His bo- 
quosts consisted of a legacy of $2,800 and the 
residue of his property after payment of all 
the bequests provided forin his will, His 
trustee, Mr, Samuel Jones, realised on the 
property and paid over all the legacies, but 
never gave avy account of the ‘residue.’ One 
pastor after another left the parish as years 
rolled on, leaving this matter unsettled, until 
I was appointed to the parish, when findiog 
this unsettled business a standing sore on the 
parish,I cought by private and peaceful means 
to induce the trustee to make a statement of 
his accounts for the satisfaction of the 
vestry, Ho declined to do so, and finding 
that he was not disposed to come to terms, 
I entered proceedings in chancery, the Bishop 
allowing me to use the name of the Synod as 
oo plaintiff with my own. ‘The defendant 
and his friends fought vigorously against us, 
but the result was a deoree in our favor for 
the sum of $6,155, In conducting this suit I 
was put to great trouble and loss, and as the 
trustee was intimately related to a large 
portion of my congregation, it was evident 
from the beginning that my continuance in 
tho parish would be unpleasant, Accordingly 
the Bishop promised me that on the conclu- 
sion of my busincs3, I should have a tuitable 
exchange, and in a number of letters to my- 
self and friends, he speaks with the highest 
approval of the work that I had done, ~ 

Sevoral chances for a change presented 
themselves, In more than one instance the 
Bishop was soliaited to arrange my removal to 
parishes which desired my appointment. It 
was allin van. for more than a year! havo 
been left to battle with the malignity of the 
parties from whom I had succeeded in rescue 
ing our parochial funds. And, when the 
force of public opinion was just beginning to 
operate In my favor, and the necessity fora 
change leas apparent, the Bishop comes for- 
ward with an offer of a mission station somo 
two hundred miles awsy, up the Ottawa Val- 
ley. 

Apart from the injustice of this offer, thero 
are insvperable reasons for my refusing it. 
These reasons have been set forth repeatedly in 
memorials, petitions, pleadings and letters to 
the Bishop but to all alike he turns a deaf ear 
—and because I decline his offer he proceeds 
to cancel my license and appoint another man 
to my parish, Doubting tho Bishop’s right to 
deal with me in this unjost and tyrannical 
manner, I have under legal advice demurred 
to his sotion and am waiting results,

A sit involving the control of the Toronto 

Grey & Bruce Railway,was commenced before 
Justice Proudfoot in the Chancery Diyisional 
Court at Osgoode Hall, Toronto, on the 12th, 
Mr, William Hendrie, of Hamilton, figures as 
plaintiff, and the Grand Trank railway oom- 
pany is defendant. On May 3lst, 1881, an 
Sgreement was made that the Grand Trunk 
shouid have the T. G. & B, on the following 
terms :—A rental of 274 per cent, of the gro® 
earnings up to $500,000 ; 45 per cent, of all 
£ross earnings from $400,000 to $500,000 snd 
124 per cent, for all over $500,000, and to 
guarantee that the minimum rental should 
not be less than $100,000. Certsin works 
were alsoto be performed by the Grand 
Trunk, The plaintiff alleges theac terms 
were most unfavorable. At a mocting of 
bondholders held on June 28th, 1881, to 
ratify tho agreement, it is contended that 
the plaintiff was not permitted to vote on ac 
count of the bonds he held. Hoe also charges 
that the ogreement was hastily and impro - 
vidently entered into at the instigation of the 
defendant and wiihout independent legal ad- 
vica or due consideration, and it was unfair 
and unjust to the plaintiff in its terms and 
that it should not be énforced against the 
plaintiff, and that tho said agreoment is of 
suoh # nature that a specific performance shall 
be decreed, Tho plaintiff prays tbat it. may 
be declared that the sgreement of May 13, 
1881, with the G. T. R., was not duly con- 
firmed at the meeting called for that purpose, 
and that the proceedings wero and are nul; 
and void so for as they relate to the agroo- 
ment of May 13, that it may bo declared 
that the votes on 1,561 bonds wero improper- 
ly rejected and ought to havo been received ; 
that the defendant may be reatrained by the 
order of the court from taking over tho To- 
ronto, Grey & Brute Rajlway, and entering 
into possession or otherwise acting on or 
carrying Into effect the said agreement of May 
13, 1881.

office of Inspector of Prisons and Asylums, 
Mr, James W. Langmuir held the position, 
For a fow yoars after ontering on the duties 
of Inspector, Mr, Langmuir became very 
popular, but subsequently he grew over- 
bearing and imperious,and on his periodical 
ylaits to tho inatitutions under his charge, 
the officials wore always ploased when tho 
time for his departuro arrived. During 
these yeats ho received a very large salary 
and a liberal allowanco for oxponses. An- 
other and a better situation offered itself, 
and he took it. 

Now thero are some fow who think this 

gentleman should receive a testimonial 
from the employees of the Provincial Gov- 
ernment, and in order to make their schemo 
work, they havo instituted an assessment 
on all engaged in Provincial institutions, 
similiar to that adopted by Hubbel’s cele- 
brated committee in the United States. 
Those who are receiving a salary of $500 
and under are to be taxed fifty cents for 
every hundred dollars, recipients of over 
$500 and under $1,000 are called on to pay 
seventy-five cents on each $100, and those 
in receipt of $1,000 or over are expected to 
contribute adollarfor each $100. The 
goneral feeling is adverse to paying such an 
assessment and the attempt to create a fund 
for Mr, Langmuir’s benefit will meet with 
as strong a resistance as the victimized foel 
safe in exhibiting. 

We certainly fail to see why Mr, Lang- 
muir should receive a testimonial from the 
employees of the public institations, at 
least in the manner proposed, and 1f hd bo 
a man of spirit he will certainly refuse the 
** spoil from such foul foray borne.” That 
he was, on the whole, an efficient but by 
far too self-consequential a publio officer 
in the absence of his superiors, is generally 
admitted, and if he is to have a testimonial 
let it be the product of voluntary contribu- 
tions, without official pressure.

When the Speaker took tho chair abdut 
half vast 3, the Provincial Seorotary prevented 
to tho House copies of tho correspondence 
since Inst session botweon the Proyincial aud 
Federal Governments in relation to tho boun- 
daries of Ontario,. The debate on tho Address 
was resumed, Mr, Moredith taking the floor 
and reviowing in a brief manner the proposed 
logislation of the Goveroment as foreshadowed 
in tho Address, Much now legislation was 
not, perhaps, to be oxpocted at tho last sos-

sion of the Parliament, ho said, but ho looked | Regardin 


in vain for pronouncemonts of Government 
policy regarding many things of public interest 
—new Parliament buildings, for oxamplo, 
They were entitled to a clear declaration of 

licy on this matter, so that the double- 
aced front presented by tho Government at 
the laet gonoral «lection conld not be repeated, 
Upon tho Boundary and Streams Bill the 
Speech announced no dofinite policy, Proba- 
bly a policy’ would be formulated by the coming 
Liberal Convention, and then the reprosents- 
tives of the peoplo mighfé be taken into the 
confidence of the Goyernment. He admitted 
that the consolidation of the municipal law 
would be in the public interest, bat in view 
of some desirabls amondments regarding, par- 
ticularly, local improvements and the incidence 
of taxation, the consolidstion might with ad« 
vantage be postponed, The legislation con- 
ceroirg private lunatic asylums should be 
approached with the gravest consideration, 
It war, perhaps, desirable also thas the 
jury law should be donsolidated. It soemed 
to him that, judging from the bill of fare pro. 
sented, they had not very much important 
work for that session todo, Tho increased 
revenue from tho Trown Lands branch was 
gratifying, but they sbould pause and ponder 
on the manner in which the country was be- 
ing deprived of its timber supply, and tho 
House should considor whether there should 
not be a revision of the timber policy of the 
Government. Coming to the licensing system, 
the hon. gentleman thought they had reason 
to complain of the attscks made upon them 
and the misrepresentations current in the Re- 
form organs. There was no disposition on the 
part of the Conservative party to interfere in 


tho slightest degree with or to relax the most. 


stringent provisions of the law for the sup- 
pression or regulation ot tho liquor traffic, 
They did object, however to the Government 
prosmenting the system for partigan purposes, 

e denied that the leading organ of th» Con. 
servativo party, {in its iasue of the 6th Jenuary 
1876, approved of the liquor license policy «f 
the Government. Tho statement in the paper 
approved of the giving in o'tiea of tho liceas- 
iog power to the Boards of Police Commis- 
sioners, and did not refer to the taking of it 
from municipalities, The hon. gentleman 
(the mover of the Address) had garbled the 
reading of the article in question, He regret- 
ted that the hon. gentleman had attacked the 
judiciary of tho country, The Supreme Court 
was the creation of the political friends of hon, 
gentlemen opposite, 

Mr, Pardee.—What did ho aay about the 
Supreme Court? 

Mr. Meredith,—I say he reflected upon the 
integrity of the Supreme Court, and that this 
is part of a plan used by hon, gentlemen op- 
posite for the purpose of attacking the Federal 
authorities, The Globe, the hon, gentleman 
continued, of the issue following the 
publication of the jadgment in McLarea 
v. Caldwell, referred to the jadges ot the 
Supreme Court as anti-Provinolal Judges with 
anti-Provincial ideas, 

Mr, Fraser,—Does the hon. gentleman gay 
that jadges are to be aboye criticism ? 

Mr, Meredith—I donot say that. Bat I 
do say that no public man or political 
journal hdd the right to attack the jadiciary, 
unless prepared to formulate the charges 
made. Hon, gentlemen opposite had unceas- 
ingly attacked the Federal authorities, A 
definite policy, aiming at embarrassing the 
Federal authoritfes, had beon announced by 
tho leader of the Government at Tilsonburg, 
in October, 1879, in a speech delivered there, 
‘Lhe same policy had been followed for four 
years on the floor of the House, by an attack 
oa the National Policy, Ho denounced such 
& course as unpatriotic and prejadicial to the 
best interests of the Dominion at large, Both 
with rogard ¢o the Boundary Award and to 
certain railway legislation, hon. gentlomon had 
formulated resolutions endeavoring to make it 
appear that the Federal authoritios were etrik- 
ing at Provincia) autonomy. 

ir, Fraser—The hon, gontleman voted for 
both these resolutions. 

Mr, Meredith—I am talking about the mo- 
tive in moying them, I voted for the railway 
resolutions in a modified form, Ho procsedtd 
to read oxtracts from the Globe of 6th Augast 
1878, with a view of showiog that tho Federal 
authoritios had beon needlessly attaokod. Tho 
artivle in question proposed to hand over half 
of the new territory to what the Commission- 
er of Pablic “Yorke had termed the foroign 
Provinoe of Manitobs, aud this was done bo- 
cause it would be iaconvenient to ombarass tho 
thon Reform Government at Ottawa, In 1881 
Hon, Alox. Msckonzie, in aspeeoh, ssid he 
would rathor bave the Iodian money paid back 
instead of acquiring the territory, thus +how- 
ing the value he placed on this much talked- 
of torritory. 

Mr, Fraser—He referred to the Ladian part 
of the territory only, 

Mr. Meredith contended thatit referred to 
the ontire territory in dispute. It was not 
necessary for himto defend the Dominion 
Government—(Hear, hoar)—but it was for 
him to defend tho course of the Opposition on 
tho boundary quostion, Their position was 
that the referonoo to arbitration was not 
within the competence of the Domivion Gov 
ernmont, and that Mackenzie reserved the 
right to reject or accopt the award, as he saw 
fit, Tho Government took the ground that 
the reference was within the compotenco of 
tho Executive, and thatthe decision was 
valid and binding, On the 20th Juno last a 
vordiot was given jo favor of tbe firat-named 
povition, Tho people of the Province had 
pronounced upon this issue with no uncertain 
sound, 

Mr, Frasor —Hear, hoar,

whoue identity there is no difficulty in trao- 
ing—removes doubt on one point, namely 
as to tho date of the increase made by tho 
Commissioners in the Chief's salary, which 
was beforo, instead of after the Oouncil 


had passed its resolution on tho aubjeot. 


Great stress is laid by tho writer on this 


point, but how it affects the principle at 
issue, it would puzzle the most accomplish- 
ed casuist to make apparent, The Polico 
Commissioners resolved to inoreaso tho 
salary, and tho Council, a short timo after- 
wards, and before their estimates wero 
framed, by resolution respectfully request- 
ed the Commissionors to rescind their ac- 
tion ana to leave the salary the same as it 
had previously been. This the Oommis- 
sioners declined to do, hence the difficulty 
which has arison. It is therefore apparent 
that the Commissioners wero determined 
to placo themselves in opposition to the 
representatives of the people, and to use 
the powers conferred upon them by the 
law in an arbitrary manner, Having done 
this in one caso, they might do so in other 
; cases, and increase the expenditure to any 
extent they chose; therefore wo have 
attacked the law under which they act—a 
law which violates the incontrovertible 
principle, that the people’s money should 
be controlled by the people’s representa- 
tives. e 
The apparent object of the writer in the 
Ontario is,by. a lengthy attack on Alderman 
Dickson, to direct popular attention from 
the principle involved — a principle 
which that journal some weeks ago, with 
more yalor than discretion,challenged pub- 
lic opinion upon. Having accepted that 
challenge, we do not intend to allow any 
new issue to be raised. The merits of the. 
Ohief’s case have nothing to do with the 
principle, and we have, in discussing that 
priociple, carefully avoided any discussion 
of the merits of this particular case—any 
discussion of anything in that connection, 
in fact, beyond the action of the Commis- 
sioners, the danger to the taxpayers of the 
power conferred upon the Oommissioners 
by the law, and the yiciousness of tho 
principle of giving power to an irresponsible 
body to deal with the public funds, The 
Chief's salary is merely, as it happens, the 
meansof raising this question, It might 
have arisen on any other item of expendi- 
ture which the Commissioners—as we hold 
improperly—control. Therefore, the issue 
to be decided at tho polls is, ‘Shall the 
expenditure of the people’s money be con- 
trolled by the people?” On this question 
we have asked, and again ask, the ratepayers 
to question the candidates for the Council 
and to reject those who favor the present 
system. Let there be no departure from 
the point at issue.

and the world had rejoiced in His oxceeding 
love.

The total defaloa- 
tion in this departmont exceeds $11,000 ;

in May, 1854, n dofalcation in the cash ao- 
count of $729 74 ia found ; the dehciency 
in the tax eale account ia $2,700; 
on interest acconnt in 1872 a defi- 
cit is noted of $733.08; in the notes 
discounted and bills payable department. 
note for $18,000 ia taken credit for in 1874 
which was not acoounted for when nogotia- 
ted; coupons amounting to $700 wero 
twice entered as paid during 1876. The 
overpayment of $889.63 for sterling ex- 
change in 1875 was placed to the credit of 
the account in the Bank of Commerce, but 
not accounted for by the Treasuror.

demned, The prisoner raised his eyes, and 
clasping bis handa together nervously, uttered 
with great fervor an ex-lamation in Irish, 
which the interpreterrendered, ‘* Tho will of 
God be done ;” then, his hands still clasped 
together, and praying in his native tengue, he 
quictly followed » warder, who had touched 
him on the shoulder, and disappeared through

HOW A RUSSIAN MOTHER AND BABY FROZE 
TO DEATH, 

The nature of the climate of that much 
vaunted country, Dakota, may be inferred 
from ‘thefollowing heart rending story, 
told by the Grand Forks, Dakota, Plain-

“Yesterday Henry Alder camo in from 
the west and recounted the hoartrending 
details of the fatal freezing of the Russian 
Jews, reported yesterday. The circum- 
stances of the fatality are as follows: Solo-

woman, started with hor and the baby for 
S. Mendelson’s shanty, a mile distant, for 
fuel and provisions. They had got entire- 
ly out of both, and were getting chilled 
in their own shanty. Ho became confused 
and turned around, losing his way complete- 
ly. His wife was carrying the baby,which 
atter about a half hour's strugglo with tho 
pitiless storm, died in her arms. She car- 
ried the dead body for a halt hour longer, 
when being utterly exhausted, she was 
forced to lay it down. Hor husband took 
the scanty clothing from the little ono’s 
body and placed it around her. She atrug- 
gled ona short time Jonger, but wes too 
far prostrated and benumbed to make any 
headway. Sho finally stopped, unable 
longer to proceed, Tho two had a hurried 
conversation, and her husband started off 
to Mendelson’s house to obtain relief, leay- 
ing her behind. On _ his arrival he was 
nearly frozen to death, but managed to 
make his wants known, A party was im- 
mediately formed to look for the woman, 
bat up to date hayo found no trace of her, 
or the body of the baby.” 


A Bridge on the Ythan. 


DETAILS OF A CATASTROPHE ON THE SCOTCH 
NORTHERN RAILWAY. 


The moat appalling accident that has 
happened on the Great North of Scotland 
Railway since it opened has occurred, says 
the London Telegraph, on the Madcuff and 
Turiff branch of that line. The accident 
occurred at a point on the Jine two miles 
from Auchterless station, and about the 
same distance from Fyve. The custom of 
this railway is to run mixed trains of wag- 
gons and passenger vehicles, and the train 
which lett Madouff at twonty minutes past 
four, due in Aberdeen at six o'clock, was 
of this description, there being three wag- 
gons infront of the carriages. _ Aftor leay- 
ing Autcherloss the train passes through a 
lével country for about a mile anda half. 
At this distanco there is a leyel crossing 
called Gatehouse. From this crossing tho 
line rises till it reaches a bridge over the 
Ythan, a river about 30 feet wide. A fow 
hundred yard» furthor on thore is a bridge 
across the Turiff turnpike road. It is on 
old structure built more than 20 yoars ago. 
It ia made of iron, with wooden crossboams 
and there was no railing et the edgos of it. 
The height is about 18 feet from the level 
of the road, and its length about forty 
feet. Tho train camo to griof at this 
point. Telegrams from the spot stato 
that the engine of the train and tho 
guard's vanhad passed over the bridge in 
safoty, but whon the threo waggons were 
croasing, the bridge gavo way and the 
vehicles wore precipitated on to the road 
beneath. The carriages,in which thoro wore 
a considerable number of passengers, wore 
pitched by tho force of their motion into 
the chasm, amid ao sceno of confusion and 
terror which it is impossible to describe. 
Tho vehicles were piled inaheap. Ono 
third class carriage remained for a considor- 
able time on the brink, but ultimately fell 
on the top of the debris. Tne vehicles thus 
thrown on to tho road were two third class 
carriages,a yan and three waggons, Tho 
only firat-class carriage in the train remain: 
ed on the line, owing mainly to tho fact 
that the vehicles in front had filled up the 
gap. Tho opgine remained on tho rails 
about two hundred yards forward from 
the bridge, but the force of the falling wag- 
goons had pulled the tonder off the jino, The 
sceno of suffering and horror that was wit- 
nessed by the enginoman and .surviving 
passengors whon, amid tho confusion, they 
had sulliciently collected themselves, was 
heartronding. Manglod bodies wero seon 
among tho dobris, and the crics of the 
woundod for holp were piteous to hear, The 
more #o that succor was notat hand. The 
spot wasin the midat of a rural district and 
only a fow scattored houses were within a 
couple of miles. Information was at once 
wired to Aberdeen, and as spoddily as pos- 
siblog special train was sont out with 
medical mon, the manager of tho lino and 
his assistant aud a numbor of porsons to 
attend to the wounded,

Stabile, 

*Yes, wo havo hoard all about that beforo,’ 
rae tho dairymen ‘Itis allyery well to 
talk about puro sir and bad air, but as wo 
don't have tho making of theair, I don't see 
what woosndo about it.’ In one sense this 
is true, but in another it isnot. Tho wind 
bloweth whither it choossth, and it is very 
true no manocan controlthe wind, but he 
oan in @ great measure rogulate its purity so 
faras his immediate surroundings are con- 
oerned, 

For instanoo, we reomombor reading {oa pam- 
Pelee: about batter making, a story something 

ike this : 

The dairyman comes into tho dalry-room 
and discovers overything neat and clean, aod 
80 far as his sonso of smell is concerned, tho air 
is sweet and pure. Now, suppose a milo away 
on the side of a hill a dead cow lies putrefying 
in tho hot sun and a gontle bro: 29 is setting in 
tho direotion of the dairy-house, Tho man in 
the dairy-room can detect no evidence of car- 
rion in the air. If he could he would immedi, 
ately take moagures to exclude theair. Runt 
suppose you take into that room a hunting dog 
starved until bis senses wero as keen ss naturo 
makes them, couldn't he amell it? If let loose, 
would he not go as straight as an arrow to that 
doad cow! Birds of osrrion can smellit twonty 
miles away, Now, what is the effeot of this 
decayed matter on theair? We have all 
soon dew form on the ou‘side of a pitcher of 
foe water. Tho samo dew or water ‘forms on 
the faceof the water simply because the 
water is colder than the afr. Whenever this 
is the case, the dew formr and®carries with it 
into the milk or water all the disagreeable 
eloments with which it may be charged. This 
being the case, all the care in the world being 
devoted exclusively to the inside of the dairy 
will not preserve the purity of the milk, The 
former must have his wits about him and his 
eyes about the farm, All dead animals must 
be buried, but thore ae pig pens and piles of 
manure that cannot be buried ; but they can, 
in a great monasure, be suppressed by means 
of energotio care and elacked lime. Pig pens 
should be floored two or three feet from tho 
ground, so the airandas much sunshine as 
possible can get underthem. There is no 
need either that a manure pen should make a 
general nuisance of itself, If there isno means 
of suppressing its atenches at tho stable, it 
should bs daily hauled to tho fields or othor- 
wise disposed of, 

There is also too mach ventilation fr: quent- 
ly inthe dairy. Modern methods of exolud- 
ing the air from cpon contact with the milk 
relisves the dairymsan from anxiety on this 
account, Cold air is not always more pure 
than warm air, and it is well to be.more par- 
ticular as to what point of the compass it 
oa from than the time ot day it is admit- 
ted, $ 4 
In regard tothe air of the stable, many 


‘dairymon are criminal ia their neglect of it. 


Ventilated it may be, but with a total disre- 
gard to all the principles of hygiene, Ifthe 
air that goes in comes immediately ous of a 
manure cellar, or off of the facs of a pool of 
liquid manure, or p2sses fires undor the fect 
of the cows bofore it reaches their nostrils, 
then there might better be no ventilation, 
Foul airs are usually heavy and lie near the 
ground tnless distarbed by drafts. For this 
reason, so far as practicable, all stables should 
bo tight nosr tho ground and have all open- 
ings above the heads of the animals, to com- 
pel, as far as possible, a ventilation down- 
ward, 

Cows breathing a foul air will certainly 
have a deleterious effect upon the quantity of 
the milk they yield, You might as well feed 
carrion to a cow as to compel her to breathe 
it sll day long. We know it affects her often 
to the extent of creating abortion, which goes 
to show that her syatom is highly sensitive to 
bad emells, Fresh air and plenty of it is 
what the cow wants and what the dairyman 
wants, and thoro should bo nothing about the 
farm that will bave tho least effect in cheok- 
iog the supply.— Am. Dairyman

Caring for a Horse Harness 


The average harness in tho rural districte 
is poorly cared for, and short lived. Not in- 
frequently it is hang in the horse atsble, ox 
posed to the ammonia generated from:a pile 
of fermenting manure. The stable may be 
furnished at odd spella with beddiog or 
absorbents of some kind, bat those are not 
promptly renewed, and there is great waste of 
the most valuable constituént of the manure, 
The harnoss has the benefit of the ammonia, 
and the effeot is about the same as washing it 
with lye. The harness rots, cracks, and with- 
out frequont oiling comes to grief at an early 
date, ‘the safer way is to have a plece for 
the harness in the carriage house, or somo 
building outside the etable. If the stable 
alone is available, it ehould be kept free from 
the amoll of ammonia by the constant uie of 
absorbents, sawdust, sods, road duat, straw, 
or refute bay. A horness proporly cared for 
and kept clean and plisblo, will las twice as 
long as one that is noglected. Ts is much 
cheapor to spend ten vents for neat’efoot ol], 
once in three months, than 50 cents at the 
harness maker's, —Ayn Agriculturist for Jan.

Shall We Prune in Winter? 

Thoro has been a vast amount of discussion 
as to the propor time for pruning; some in 
sisting that it should not be done in winter, 
whilo othors.hold that the proper time is 
‘*whonover your knifo is sharp.” Thoro is 
ono reason especially in which pruning should 
not be done, viz.: during the period of active 
growth, from the timo the buds start in spring 
until buds for the nex year are formed, Win 
tor is proferred by many, as more timoosn bo 
doyoted to the work; aud with tho apple and 
pear, it Lek pair jones make any difference 
at what poriodjit'is done betwoon tho fall of tho 
Jeaf and tho swelling of the buds in tho spring, 
It is pot woll to pruno whou the wood is 
frozon, as bad wounds and oracks may result, 
It young trees sro taken in band from the» tart 
and proper attention given to forming the 
heads, there will bo little ‘nocd of severe 
pruping in the orchard. Tho too common 
mothod ie, to plant an orchard and let it go 
uncared for, Tho trees altor they begin to 
boar, yield fair crops for o fow yoars, and 
thon, when they decline and fail, pruning ia 
suggosted asa romody. Too often tho prun- 
iog is done by ignorant persons, and asa ro- 
pulb, nearly as much wood ts cut out as~ thoro 
ia left, The great waste should bo avoided. 
Tho labor of tho troo, 90 to spoak, expended 
to produce these numerous branchos, should 
havo boon directed to the production of frait, 
an it might have boon had proper osre beon 
givon to the orchasd when young, Tho prin- 
ciples of praniog aro readily understood, and 
one should nover remoye a branch, largo or 
small, without baviog some definite object ia 
view. —Dn Trvunnsn, in American Agricul 
turiet jor December.

The insonsate greed, or the taste for 

slaughter, of most of the gunners who havo 
Hyodjinsottled portions of the United States 
and of Oanads, doring the past forty yoars 
{In particular, has resulted in tho almost 
entire depopulation of the woods, the 
marshes, the sloughs and the other haunts 
of the wild ganio with which the country 
formerly abounded, The result has been 
that the genuine sportsmen who reside on 
the North American continent have, within 
the past fow years, takeri measures to stop 
the indiscriminate slaughter of wild fowl, 
more particularly of ducks, and the conse- 
quences havo been of such a character as to 
render the extension of the system of pro- 
tection adopted most desirable, in the 
interest of all concerned. 

That systom is a vory simple and a vory 
effective one. For the preservation of 
ducks and other water fowl, it is only 
requisite that all the owners of land whose 
property borders the marsh which it is 
dosired to protect, should sign a petition 
to that effect to the Lieutenant-Governor- 
in-Uouncil. The application having been 
granted, the management of the preserve 
ao created is then vested in the petitioners, 
who have fall power to make provision as 
to how many days in the week shooting is 
to be allowed; whether there shall bo 

shooting in spring; date of opening and

The Great Railway War. 


For the past two years 5 great strife has 
been in progress between the Grand Trunk 
and the Cavada Pacific Railway Companies. 
At first the latter had seemingly the best of 
it, but of late the advantage has been with 
the old-established concern, and the result 
of the struggle is apparently very doubtful. 
The Oanadsa Pacific, owning the Canada 
Central, running from Brockville to Perth 
with a branch to Ottawa, and running via 
Arnprior and Pembroke to a junction with 
what will be the main line of the transcon- 
tinental road, at Calender, obtained a 
monopoly of the railway trade of the capi- 
tal both east and west, by purchasing suc- 
ceasively the S:. Lawrence and Ottawa 
(Ottawa aud Proscott) and the line built 
by the Quebec Government connecting 
Ottawa with Montreal. Farther, the O. 
P. R. made arrangements for a connection 
between Ottawa and Toronto by building o 
line called the Ontario and Quebec, work 
on which has been actively prosecuted for 
some months past, In opposition to these 
movements of their opponents, the Grand 
Trunk absorbed the Midland and purchased 
the Grand Junction and the Madoo line, 
acquired the charter of the Toronto and

Transplanting Teoth. 


GRAFTING THEM ON THE GOMOD OF A COOK 
UNTIL NEEDED, 


Trareplanting sound teoth from the jaws 
of healthy persons who could spare them into 
those who neoded them, has been practisod 
by advanced dentisty for some time, Tho 
moros operandi was as follows; The individe 
asl with sho surplas souad tooth and ho with 
the decayed molar wore soated togethor, and 
the freshly drawn good tooth immodiately 
placed in the osvity mado by oxtracting the 
other, Bat it often happoved to be necessary 
to remove a sound tooth from a patient ata 
time whon no pora:n of whom tho dentist bad 
any knowledge needed just sucha ono. It 
would therefore bo lost, for only ‘* livin,” 
tecth could be mad» to grow in a strange 
mouth, and they died very soon after being 
torn from their parent gums, Tooth are 
‘‘ living” only eo long as the mombrane cover 
ing the roots has any vitality. It hasbeen a 
problom of groat interest to dentists through- 
out America to devise some moans by which 
tho sound extracted toot» could be kept alive 
indefinitely, uatil it should be needed, and to 
San Franoiaso dentist belongs the honor of 
solving the problom, — Dr, W. J. Younger, of 
this city, has boon conducting a sories of ox- 
periments, which have resulted in the discov- 
ery of a means of prescrving the life of the 
extracted tooth. Itia nothing more nor less 
than ‘‘grafting’’ it, as soon’ as it is drawn, 
upon the engorged comb of a healthy rooster, 
and leaving it there, properly secured, until 
itis wanted, Then it in out away—the oock 
being placed under the influence of obloroform 
—washed, and everything removed down to 
the membrane, and placed in the freshly mado 
cavity where itis needed, A reporter was 
permitted toexamine the mouth of a gentlemen 
in which there was a tooth that bad been 
planted there a week or 80 before, acd which 
Was ‘pparectly os firm as those which had 
always been thero. It had beeo kept alive 
oa a cook’a comb for ton days, and had boon 
taken from the mouth of » young lady whose 
looks were hrnotitted by the removal.—San 
Francisco Cali,

New Post Office Wevices, 


About the middle of January the United 
States postal authorities will furnish the peo- 
ple with a now postal device which is deacrib- 
ed as follows ; The device is a combination 
letter sheet, envelopeand stamp The shot 
is manufactured wish gummed flaps, which 
when tho sheet is folded, lap over tho odgos 
and secure the missive, Tho postage stamp 
is embossed on ono of these flips, thus briog- 
ing the stamp on the back of tho lotter,where 
the old wafer and coal used to be, Tho flaps 
are 60 constructed as to make tho letter as 
secure as it would be in an envelope, and so 
arranged that tho package is “licked,” scalod 
and stamped With asinglo motion, This in- 
vention always does away with the novossity 
for cancellation, as the lotter cannot be open« 
ed withoot destroying the etamp. The ad- 
vantsgo olaimed is cheapness to both tho lot- 
ter writing public and the Government, To 
the bu:iness man who writes his lettera on 
ono sido of the sheot it will bo a saviog of 
50 per cont in time and expense, tho whole 
costing butatriflemore than tho ordinary 
stamped oovelopes, To the Government it 
will be advantegecus in that, when in genoral 
use it will sayo ono-half tho weight of the lot. 
ter mail, Tho contract mado by tho Govera- 
ment is that the etampod article is to be manu- 
factured onder the supervision of tho Govora- 
mont stampol cnvelopo agents at Hartford 
avd Now York,and is to bo put on aslo at tho 
stamp windows, in all tho principal post. 
offices; the denvmiuations to be three, two 
and onecents Tho ono cont or ‘‘ciroular 
lotter’’ sheots, a8 they arooalleod, aro minus 
tho ond flsp, thus leaving them open at tho 
eud, The patentcorotaias oll the rights of 
his patent, the government assuming no risks 
of the public demand, but morely acts gu 
sgent, offering ths samo facilities for thoaale 
of tho letter shoots as 18 offerod in tho eale of 
stamps and stampod onvoloper, sottling with

Wide Tires. 


The County Council have petitioned the 

Logislaturo for the amendment of tho 

Municipal Act by giving power to County 

Councils, in all casos where tho roads aro 
kept free from tolls, to regulate the width 
of tires of all vehicles up to four inches (the 
law now gives power to County Oouneils to 
regulate the width of tires on vehicles ply- 
ing for hire and those of common carriers 
only), of all yohicles conveying heavy loade 
over the gravel roads of the respective 
Counties, or to authoriza them to grant 
premiums, not to exceed the difference of 
cost between such wider tires andthe narrow 
tires now in common ute,to such persons as 
may be willing to exchange their narrow 
tires for those of greater width. 

In support of the prayer of tho petition 
it is alleged that the County of Hastings 
owns, and maintains at an annual cost of 
from $20,000 to $30,000, 230 milea of mao- 
edamized roads, and that there are on such 
roads 213 bridges and a large number of 
oulverts, all of which aro free of toll, and 
that the roads are much injured and the 
covering of the bridges badly cut up and 
worn by the passago of vehicles with narrow 
tires, thus materially increasing the ex- 
pense of maintaining the same. 

There is much force in the allegations of 
the petition, and the proposed change 
in the law is desirable in the public interest. 
The subject is, no doubt, a difficult one to 
deal with, as the introduction of wider 
tires must be gradually made. However, 
if the power be granted to the County 
Councils they will legislate in sacoordance 
with the public will,and thus the people in 
reality have the disposal of the mstter in 
their own hands.

The Brighton Ensign says as to the pro- 
gress of work on the Murray Canal:—“The 
work is being pushed forward at a tremen- 
dous rate, even in the winter. In Dead 
Oreek marsh, where the water was, over 4 
year ago, three feet deep, one hundred men 
are now at work, and next week two im- 
mense steam derricks, with booms one 
hundred feet ih length, will be in operation; 
while at the Preequ’ Isle end the dredge 
has worked a channel twelve feet deep by 
thirty feet in width for nearly three quar- 
ters of a mile, and is now actually laid up 
for winter in the Murray Canal.” 


The Winnipeg Times says :—' The Pro- 
vincial Rights, No Party party men, who 
appear to regard the exercise of the veto 
power by the Governor-in-Uouncil as an 
act of high handed tyranny, should read the 
Confederation Debates. Hon. George 
Brown said : ‘By giving a yeto for all local 
measures we have secured that no injustice 
shall be done without appeal in local legis- 
lation.’ Hon. Alexander Mackenzie said : 
‘The veto power is necessary in order that 
the General Government may have a oon- 
trol over the proceedings of the Local 
Legislatures to a certain extent. The 
want of this power was the great source of 
weaknezs in the United States.”

Notes of a * Globe,’ Correspon- 
dent's Trip in North Hastings. 


A Beautitul but Rugged Country. 


Chovso Dairying and Farming in Madoc 
Map3c, Deo, 22, 

Toa dwollor in tho comparatively level 
and almost uniformly fortilo western countios 
of Outarlo, the aspect of the rugged, broken, 
earthyuake riven Laurentian country of North 
Hastings is strange, novel, boautiful, with 
ovor on elomont of the sublime in it, Seas of 
rolling hile, long lines of jaggod rock walls 
two hundred feotin height, ravines piled 
confusedly with masses of fallon rook and 
storm-swopt pines, hill-environed lakes re- 
fleocting the dark woods rising solomnoly and 
silently up the steop surrounding slopes, and 
narrow yalleys, river-likein their smooth- 
ness, Winding away into tho heart of the 
semi wildorness—suoh aro tho ever-present 
features of the country, and their combined 
effect in that musio of nature which is not the 
leas roal because inaudible to the ear, isa 
tono wilder and more thrilling than one can 
usually know amid the gentle influences of 
the soft landscapes.of our best agricultural 
districts. Thoro {a little of dreariness in this 
part of the Laurentian wilderness, Summer 
heightens the beauty of the landscape, “The 
hills rock-ribbed and anciont as the sun,” dis- 
play s great varicty of warm colora whero the 
donse foliage of the yenerable woods does not 
hide the barrenness, Tho valleys, ‘ stretch- 
ing in pensive quictness botween,” aro clothed 
with rich verdare which the cool and abun- 
dant springs of this granitic region preserves 
even during tho scorching heate of August. 
In winter, if there is less of boauty there is 
more of grandeur, and here and there a sug- 
gestion of utter desolation, Tho birds are 
gone—I have not seenevena sparrow; the 
woods are silent except when the storm-wind 
roars through the pine tops, shrieks and 
whistles around the naked blackened trunks 
of the fire-swept hills, or ings its snow-drifts 
over tho jatting orags that riseon every 
hand, But winter lileand sconery in this 
beautiful rook country may be left for farther 
and fuller remark. 


MADOC MINES, 


It is to the mining interests that centre here 
that Madoc owes its reputation in the world. 
The offices ot several mining oompanies aro 
here, and several leading mine managers reo- 
side fa the town, The miner of this neighbor- 
hood lio chiefly on the sides of a genorally 
undulating plateau, known as the rildge—Ma- 
doo on the east and Malone on the west. 
Around this ridge the mines appearto Ile in 
regalar order—depozits of msgoetio iron ore 
the higher up; then outside of the magnetio 
irdn line, hematite; then copper, gold and 
other minerals still beyond. As in the Penn- 
sylvania iron regions and in thé’ Lake Super- 
ior country,the veins or beds lie ina direction 
not differing groatly from east.and west. 

MADOC FARMS, 

With Mr, Wm. Coe, the owner of some 
large mining properties, I drove out to the 
hematite mines the product of which is to be 
seco lyitg on the wharves at Belloyille, The 
drive gives a fair idea of what the country 
immediately around Madoo is like, The road 
is ever winding around and over hills of lime- 
stone, dolomite, or gneiss, but the degree of 
their ruggedness I could not determine, be- 
cause the snow covered the slo’ vlenring aly 
occasioual rock and rock walls to indicate 
the amount of rock exposure. The country 
is well cleared of wood; what remains is 
almost wholly hardwood—such as maple, elm, 
and beoch. A beautiful country this must be 
in summer ; even now its extensive prospects 
of forest and farm, hill and valley, rugged 
steep, and deop ravine, are lovely in their 
doyering of snow. Reaching the brow of 
a hill every now and then ao glimpso is 
afforded of distant forest lines, so dim 
and hazy that they seem like bits of blue 
lake soon over tho nearer hills. At othor 
times a broad valley, from which elma riso 
gracefully, indicates the course of one of the 
larger streams, Farm buildings are numerous 
but will not, on the ayerage, compare in siz 
and appearance with those of the t* front,” as 
the ink border is called, or with those of the 
western countios, There aro, however, nota 
few elegant houses. Orchards are neither 
numerous nor large, but the apple succeeds 
well. Notwithstanding the rocks, farming 
proves very remunerative io this township 
whorever the soil is at least fair, and the 
farmer a man of industry and inte'ligenco, 
Of grains; barley is tho leading crop, but oats 
and wheat aro cultivated to a considerable 


extont. Corn is also grown, and yields a fair 
return. Fodder coro, | learn, is also a leading 
product. Likeall the southern parts of the 


county of Hastings, Madoo is given to the 
prosccution of 
THE DAIRYING BUSLNESS, 


there bolng no fewer than eight oheose facto- 
ries in the townshi», Kor dairying, Madoo 
and much of Hastings is titted in an ominent 
degreo, Paro cold water is abundant. Grass 
grows woll, and land unfit for cultivation but 

iolding pasturago, is plontifal and vory cheap, 
Wintor feeding is not much more expensive 
than in somo of tho westorn oountics; the 
winters are but vory little more severe, and 
but very little donee than at Guelph, Dairy- 
ing has dono much for Madoo, so the farmers 
here tell me, At one time a good market for 
much of tho surplus produce was found in the 
lumboring shanties, Tho lumbering days havo 
long sinc passed away, bat tho dairy businoss 
has moro than taken tho placo of tho shanty 
in the welfare of the farmor, It has raisod 
tho price of land, and as farmors hero inform 
me, has mado many cowparatively wealthy 
who wore not many years singe barely holding’ 
thelr own, . North of Madoo, township no 
cheeso making is done. 

THE BETHLEHEM MINE 


Tho homatito mines lio near tho summit of 
tho southorn slope of ono of the gnolas ridges 
which aro so frequently crossed on the North 
Hastings bighwoy. ‘Tho firat glimpso of thom 
royeals a numbor of wooden buildings oluster- 
iog on tho hillside, and « high structure of 
elevated railway, on the south ond of whioh 
aro placed ‘' pookots,” or dumpors, for dia 
oharging the oro into cars of tho Boiloyille and 
North Hastiogs Railway, whioh hero follows 
the littlo valley up to Kl Dorado, Around tho 
pookets great heaps of red and black homatito 
ore aro piled; below, the rooke riso horo and 
thoro through their snowy covering, Tho high 
railway platform oxtoods, with its support of 
trestlowork, back ovor the wooden engino- 
house toa tall dorrick which stands on the 
south edge of tho mine, Along tho tramway, 
cara pass oyery now and then, rising up au 
almost porpondioular track from tho mine, and 
pasuing along the elovated road till they reach 
tho pookets ond aro automatically dumped 
down tho slides. 

A MAMMOTIE LION POCKRT, 


Stsoding on the south oast odgo of the 
mino, I almost beoamo dizzy looking dowa 
into the groat oval pit, io the bottom of which 
mon in bltddes atained rod by the hematite 
woro busy with shovel, plok«axe and drill, 
Around roto tho walls, partly homatito at tho 
north-oast, and o!sewhero composed of layers 
of gnoiss end other rocks, dipping southor: 
but broken into fissuros and masios whic 


projooted irrogu'arly out over the red bottom 
of tho mine, ‘l'ho rook covering incroasos ta 
thicknoas towards tho south-oast, jadging by 
the lsyor of sandstone tracoablo slong the 
edges of tho mine. Tho lodge Ss only six 
Inches thick at the wost ond, but soogin- 
oreasos to sovoral foot.

of the Government. As the INTELLIGENCER 
also strongly supported the Government, 
Mr. Langmuir was in accord with us, and 
so the allegation as to political motives falls 
to the ground. 
Our objection was, as we before stated,

although the terms of the circular are not

tended to have, a significance that those 
whose contributions are thus asked cannot 
fail to understand. That such is the view 
of the matter taken by some of those who 
are most interested we have positive know- 
ledge. Hence our previous remarks upon 
the subject—remarks which were founded 
in truth as to Mr, Langmuir’s unpopularity 
in his official capacity, and on facts which, 
probably,the Telegram oan ascertain by ap- 
plication to persons in Toronto whose sub- 
scriptions have been solicited.

James Peck, who diedat his residence 
in Ameliasburg, on Sunday,Dec. 17th inst., 
was the son of James Peck, a United Em- 
pire Loyalist, who came from Tappan, New 
Jersey in 1795, and settled on Lot. 22 west 
of Green Point, in the Township of Sophias- 
burgh, where he remained until 1800,when 
he purchased Lot 93, in the first concession 
of Ameliasburg, and removed there on the 
let of March 1800, At that time the town- 
ship was a comparative wilderness, His 
family consisted of three sons, and six 
daughters, all of whom have passed away, 
and all of the sons-in-law, except George 
Boulter, Esq., of Belleville, who is now in 
his 84th year. James, the subject of this 
notice, was born on Lot 93, 1st Con. of 
Ameliasburgh, on the 22nd of May, 1803, 
and was consequently 79 years 6 months 
and 26 days old at the time of his death, 
Although there were three younger than 
himself, yet he survived them all for more 
than ten years. Mr. Peck always resided 
at the place of his birth, died within about 
12 or 15 rods of where he was born nearly 
80 years ago, and was buried in the family 
burying ground, known as ‘‘Peck’s burying 
ground” (which now coversover three acres)

A Brutal Husband 
VILLAINOUSLY ILL TREATS HIS WIFE AND 
THROWS HIS OHILD FRUM A THIRD STORY 
WINDOW.

James Howley was yosterday fined $10 
or 90 days at the Police Court for assault- 
ing and beating his wife. Tho picture pre- 
sented by his wife in court was shocking to 
the feelings of any person but such as the 
defendant. Her face was swollen and 
bruised so that her face, nose and . mouth 
could be hardly distinguishod,and herarnis, 
legs and body also showed the effects of 
severe ill-treatment. It appears that How- 
ley has been out of work since August last, 
although hoe is a strong, able-bodied young 
man. He and his four children have been 
supported by tho industry of his wife, who 
is a good needlewoman, Last Friday week 
Howley got work as a teamater, and con- 
tinued to work until Saturday last, when he 
was discharged. Onthe evening of the 
last named day he went home and gave his 
wife 500. with which to goto market. As 
soon a8 his wife was out of the house he 
sent the eldest girl out for a quart of porter 
and two glasses of spirits, All went well un- 
til next morning—Sunday - when he got up 
and went out to got a drink, went back,got 
his breakfast, and went out again and got 
another dram. He then returned well 
under the influence of liquor and lay down 
upon the floor of the room. His wife put 
a pillow under his head and went into tho 
other room to look after the children. On 
returning tothe room some little time 
afterwards, she saw that a twenty-cent and 
two ten cent pieces had fallen on the floor 
from Howley’s pocket, She picked them 
up, tied them in the corner of a handker- 
chief, and put them under the pillow. 
When Howley woke up he missed the money 
and flowathis wife—as she shys—like a 
wild beast, took upa chair and began to 
beat her. She asked him not to do s0, 
telling bim whore the money was and saying 
‘* Jim,1 only picked the money off the floor 
and put it thore to sce sf you would miss 
it and if you did not miss it, it would buy 
bread for the children for the week.” This 
had no effect upon him, for he continued to 
beat her with the chair until it fell to pieces 
and he then took his boot and continued 
the maltreatmont for three quarters of an 
hour, when his ‘wife got away and ran 
noross’ the atrect toa neighbor's house, 
This woman says that Mrs Howley was 
covered with bloodand that she bled so 
much as to cause her andthe family to be 
sick with tho sight of it. Tho neighbors 
then went over to Howley’s and got the 
children out and took thom over to her 
house, where they remainedall night. © On 
Monday the children returned to the house 
—tho wife remaining at the neighbor’s— 
whon they thought their fathor was out. 
Shortly after ho returnod and asked Kate, 
aged 13 years, whoro she had boon the pre- 
vious night, Sho replied that she had been 
with her mother to mind tho baby. How- 
ley then locked the door and tried to open 
tho windows looking into the garden, but 
finding hoe could not do so, went and opon- 
ed one overlooking tho ttroet. Ho thon 
saught hold of the girl, saying, ‘If you 
want running away, there's running oway 
for you,” and with that threw - hor out of 
the third story window. Some mon pass- 
ing along saw tho child hanging on the aill 
of the window with tho tips of her ftingora, 
and one of them, a young man name 
Mike Moriarty, ran and caught the child 
as sho foll to the sidewalk. Had it not 
been for Moriarty and two others, who 
placed themselves underneath his arms, 50 
as to break tho fall when he caught her, 
tho child would surely have beon killed. 
Howley then, instoad of being sorry, quict- 
ly asked if ‘the little doyil was dead Y 
and on boing anawored in the negative, ho 
told them to fetoh her up, “I'll soon kill 
her.”

The Ferry. 


We learn on good authority that the Oa- 
tario Government have offered the ferry 
license to the Township of Ameliasburg, on 
the following conditions : namely, that the 
lease shall be for seven years, but may be 
cancelled at any time, and that it shall al- 
ways be open to any persons to establish 
additional ferries within one anda half 
miles of the Prince Edward landing, and 
with their northern termini within the city 
of Belleville. It was regarded by the peo- 
ple of Belleville as certain that the same 
petty, contemptible malignanoy which has 
ever been shown by the present Govern- 
ment of Ontario towards this city, because 
of its unwavering support of the Oonservas 
tive cause, would be exhibited in conneo- 
tions with this matter ; but the reality ex- 
ceeds anticipation, Not only has the Oity 
been deprived of the ferry liosnse, but it 
has been offered to Ameliasburg on condi- 
tion which we cannot imagine any one in- 
sane enough to accept. In fact, the effect 
of the proposed license is to destroy tho 
great and growing trade between Belleville 
and Prince Edward.
